The Irish Land Act of 1903 has already been of as,siatanee to 
ns in the purchase of land for the enlargement of holding.s, and 
will, we hope, be the means of rapidly ext-endingour migration work, 
but our operations have been impeded by the doubt thrown 
upon the vendors right to receive a bonus on the sale of iin- 
tenanted land. This right, which is essential to the success of 
our work, has now been affirmatively decided by Parliament. 

The more important jDrovisions of the Act, as affecting the 
operations of our Board, are the following : 

(a.) The addition of £20,000 per annum to our income from 
Parliamentary Votes, thus raising our income from 
that source to £45,000 a year. (Sec. 38.) 

(5.) The issue of advances in casli instead of in Stock liable to 
fluctuations in value. (Sec. 27.) 
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(c.) The increase of the maximum limit of advances to be made 'ibe 
in each county from 50 times the annual value of the 
Guarantee Fund to 60 times, this limit coveiing both the 
advances made by the Land Commission to tenants and 
the advances made to us for the purchase of estates, the 
limit of 50 times the annual interest on the Church 
Surplus Grant being removed (Secs. 40 and 73); at the 
same time the Guarantee Fund has been largely in- 
creased. 

The reduction of the annuity payable by the tenant when 
he purchases his holding from 4 per cent, to 3^ per 
cent., and the extension of the term of repayment to 
68| years without decadal reductions. (Sec. 45.) 

(e.) Earlier repayment to us by the Land Commission after 
sale of an estate, of capital we may have invested on 
its improvement. [Sec. 72 (3)]. 

if ) Increased powers for the regulation of turbary, (Sec. 
78.) 

(g.) Immunity of the prices fixed by us on the sale of holdings 
from revision by the Land Commission if we guarantee 
the repayments. 

(/i.) Simplicity of procedure. For example, by Section 79 and 
the Rules issued in pursuance thereof (see Appendix 
No. XXV,), an owner ofland who agrees to sell an estate 
to us must lodge an " Originating Request” with map, 
rental, schedule of areas, «fcc., which, with our formal 
acceptance of the terms stated, are lodged at the 
office of the Estates Commissioners, who investigate 
title, vest the estate in us, obtain an advance from the 
National Debt Commissioners, and distribute the 
purchase money.

I.~AGRIGULTURE. 

By Section 18 of the Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
Act of 1899 it was provided that the Department of Agriculture 
could not employ their Endowment Fund in the Congested Dis- 
tricts, and could only operate with regard to agricultural schemes 
in such districts with the funds of this Board, and at their request. 
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Act, therefore, schemes for the improvement of live-stoek of 

for purposes of agricultural or technical instruction, were prepared 
by County Committees and the Department, it became necessary 
to confine such schemes to the non-congested portions of the 
counties containing areas scheduled under the Act of 1891 (while 
the special rates were levied on the whole county), unless our 
Board approved the schemes and made a grant in aid equivalent 
to the grant made by the Department for the non-conn-ested 
area. ° 

These financial and administrative restrictions led to differential 
treatment of adjoining districts, and consequently to local 
grievances causing much troublesome negotiation between the 
departments conceraed. 

The Irish Land Act of 1 903, by repealing the 18th Section of 
the Act of 1899, made it possible to extend the powers of the 
Department of Agriculture over all rural Ireland, and afforded a 
means of removing this inconvenience. Accordingly the Depart- 
ment and this Board conferred together in October last, and 
decided to take advantage of the change in the law and place 
the agricultural business entirely under the control of the Depart- 
ment. Our agricultural staff was taken over by the Department, 
and we agreed to make an annual iiaymeut of £2,000 a.s a con- 
tribution towards the cost of agricultural schemes canied out 
by the Department in the Congested Districts. 

This arrangement came into effect from 31st March la.st, and 
since that date we have ceased to concern ourselves with 
agricultural work. 

What the character and extent of that work have been will 
be seen by our previous Annual Eeports, but it may not be out 
of place for us, on this occasion, to present a brief summary of 
what the Board has done during the last twelve years in con- 
nection with agriculture in the Congested Districts. 

Agricultural fhe Boards earliest efforts rverc directed to awakening the 

Instruction, people’s niinds to a better knowledge of agricultural processes. 

With this pui-poso object-lessons were introduced, and experi- 
Diental plots, example-plots, and example-holdings were estab- 
lished; instructors were appointed who taught and helped 
tenant-farmers in methods of agriculture and in the mauao-e- 
ment of their livestock; in sheep dipping, fencing, draining, imd 
reclamation of laud ; in the use and way of procuring agricidtural 
implements; in the purchase of proper seeds, and (in remote 
places) artificial manures; in potato -spraying, in the manave- 
ment of poultry, bee-keeping, and fruit culture. “ 

Later on Inspectors were appointed who, in addition to 
supervising the work of the Instructors, saw to the improvement 
of the breeds of cattle, horses, sheep, and pig.s, and generally 
concerned themselves with the agricultural requirements of the 
people. 

br°ee"n- , ™nuection with horse-breeding, .sires have been yearly 
located at certain convenient centres in the Congested Districts 
for about sixteen or eighteen weeks between March and Aiio-ust 
being kept for the remainder of the year at the stud-farm at 
Shankill, near Dublin.

Between 1892 and ISQl' sixty-one sows were sold. 

Upwards of 700 rams were supplied between the years 1892- 
1904, but the prevalence of scab has interfered with our plans 
under this head, and compelled us to establish thirty-three 
sheep-dipping stations, three of which were worked by our 
Instructors and the remainder by contractors, who used apparatus 
belonging to the Board. The number of sheep dipped by this 
mean.s during the past two years was about 130,000.

Our earliest attempts to improve the breeds of ])oultry were 
made in 1892, when 331 cock birds — Langshans, White Leghorns, 
Plymouth Rocks, and Black Minorcas — were rlistributed, and a 
few farms were selected as centres for distributing eggs. In 
1893 1,200 cockerel.y and pullets were sent out, but after that 
year the system of distributing eggs of improved breeds from 
farms and cottages was finally adopted as the most economical 
and effective, and has been continued throughout the nine years 
terminating on 31st March last. 

In 1896 w^e appointed a Poultry Expert, upon whose advice, 
when fowl enteritis had become so prevalent in 1897, we in- 
troduced the Indian Runner duck, which is not subject to this 
disease, and is a very good egg-layer. A leaflet on poultry 
management was prepared and distributed freely in this and 
subsequent years. 

The number of egg-distributing farms reached 114 in 1899, 
and for some years the number of eggs sent out from these farms 
exceeded 100,000 per annum. 

A depot, which ^ve establi.shed at Carrigart, near Mulroy, County 
Donegal, for the fattening of poultry on the system practi.sed in 
Sussex, has not been very successfu], although in the aggregate 
a lai-ge quantity of poultry has been exported. The depot is 
still being carried on under the control of the Departlnent of 
Agriculture. 
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Eileven years have elapsed since we commenced to provide Bee-keepin 
instruction in bee-keeping and to sell hives and appliances. Up 
to 31st March last 1,849 hives had been sold in the Congested 
Districts j most of these were of the well-known “ C. D. B.” 
pattern adopted in 1893. 

In 1900 we issued a manual of Instruction in Bee-keeping, 
written by our Bee-keeping Expert. This book is of a con- 
venient pocket size, and has been much appreciated both in the 
Congested Districts and other parts of Ireland, upwards of 3,000 
copies having been circulated. 

In order to assist the bee-keepers in finding a market we 
purchased the honey offered to us during the six seasons ending 
31st March, 1902, our expcnditm-e amounting to £2,570, and our 
receipts to £2,484. The sales were chiefly to business houses, in 
England where there was a very steady demand for both the 
clover and the heather varieties. 

The spring and summer of 1903 were wet, and it was a 
disastrous season for the bee-keepers. Very little honey was 
produced in Ireland, but with the object of making the producers 
dependent on their own exertions, we had decided in the spring 
to offer a low price, so that the bee-keepers should do their best 
to find other purchasers and extend their market. Owing to tire 
failure of the industry we bought no honey in that year. 

With the view of inducing the bee-keepers to rely more on 
their own resources we commenced in 1901 the organization of 
local associations, which would provide hives and appliances as 
well as instruction, and also endeavour to sell the honey for their 
members. Up to the 31st March last twenty-seven of these 
associations had been established. (See Appendix No. VII). 

For some years past our staff had made great efforts to check 
the spread of foul brood, and 607 cases in all have been treated, 
usually with complete success, but although we paid liberal 
compensation for the destruction of diseased stocks, it was found 
that in the absence of legal powers to compel owners to destroy 
affected stocks it was impossible to make progress in the exter- 
mination of the disease. 

With a view to an experiment in forestry, and incidentally to Forestry, 
i-elieve local distress, the Irish Government in 1890 purchased 
the townland of Knockboy, near Carna, Connemara, consisting 
of about 820 acres of rough mountain land and bog, with an 
additional 100 acres of lake. Draining, fencing, road-making, 
and some planting were carried on up to January, 1892, when 
the land was transferred to this Board, who continued these 
works on a larger scale and appointed an experienced forester. 

In a lew years GOO acres were planted with various kinds of 
hardy trees, but owing to the very exposed situation andpeat^’^ soil, 
the planting has not been successful, and in 1899 the Board 
stopped farther operations, and ceased to employ a forester. 

In 1901 Ave adopted a system of free distribution of small 
quantities of forest trees for shelter purposes on the holdings of 
small occupiers, and up to the end of the year 1 903-4 the number of 
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Friiit-

trees distriLuted exceeded 200,000. Care was takea in all cases 
to see that the ground had been fenced and properly prepared 
for planting. 

Tn the same year, 1901, we appointed a fruit and market- 
gardening expert, under whose superintendence fruit trees have 
been sold at cost price to small farmers, in addition to a large 
number of raspberry and strawberry plants, in suitable districts. 

'J'he results of the fruit and early potato growing in 1902 
were referred to at page 10 of our last Report. 

Since the year 1894 we have made efforts to induce the small 
farmers to use copper sulphate mixtures for the prevention of 
potato blight. Demonstrators have been em 2 )loyed every year 
in various portions of the Congested Districts. In the year 1895 
we distributed gratis about £1,400 worth of sjjraying material to 
persons who had purchased machines, but in subsequent years it 
was found to be more advisable, instead of su 2 )plyiiig material, 
to sell spraying machines at a reduced ])rice, ranging from 226', 
to 24a, the cost price being about 30a 

_ Up to 1898 inclusive we had expended £2,270 ou denuju.stra- 
tions, and about £1,400 on s^nuying material.

During these years nearly 1,700 demonstrivtions and lectures 
were delivered. 

Market- In 1898 we engaged an expert to visit the Aran Islands, and 

gardening, &c. report as to the suitability of the islands for growing early 
potatoes on the system practised in Cornwall. Unfortunately 
an exceptionally severe frost, late in the following March, des- 
troyed the crop. 

In 1903 for the imrpose of experiment, to introduce the grow- 
ing of early potatoes in suitable districts in Cork and Kerry, we 
supplied 233 ajpplicants with about 258 cwt. of seed potatoes at 
the reduced price of 2s. 6cf^. per half cwt. or 4s. per cwt. 

This experiment was continued in the spring of the i^resent 
year. Experiments were also made in Cork, Kerrv and Donegal 
in growing broccoli, and the results showed tliat this should 
prove a very profitable crop in many districts.

The satisfactory progress made in the purchase of land since 
the passing of the Land Act of 1903 is apparent from a com- 
parison of the above statement with the Return given in the 
last of the appendices attached to this Report. It o® 
found that in the eleven years 1893-1903 we purchased 193 ,-l- 
acres, while in the past twelve months we have purchased 
45,617 acres; that is, we have acquired in one year an area 
equal to one-fifth of all our previous purchases. We are now 
in treaty for the purchase of fifteen other properties containing 
about 35,000 acres. . qvi

acres, compares even more favourably with the results of the 
preceding eleven years, in which 40,000 acres were obtained. 

Before making further reference to the proceedings of the 
past year it may be of interest if we state, as briefly as possible, 
what is our present financial position in regard to the purchase 
of estates. 

The total quantity of laud now purchased is 238,829 acres, 
of which 180,663 acre.s are tenanted, and 58,166 acres are uu- 
tenanted. j 

The amount paid up to 31st March last for the fee of 
these properties and for the redemption of charges upon 
them is 41632,943, leaving ^413,973 to be paid when the legal 
steps for completing the more recent purchases have been con- 
cluded. We have also paid 4126,860 for the interests of tenants 
whose holdings, containing in all 8,300 acres, have been bought 
by the Board with a view to the enlai’gement of other holdings, 
and we have expended 41124,523, up to 31.st March last, on the 
development and improvement of the land.

Deducting this total from our gross payments, £688,326, we 
arrive at the sum of £122,789, which has been provided out of 
our income. 

We hope that in the course of the next two years we shall 
have sold all the estates which we had purchased before the 
commencement of the year 1903-4, and that we shall then 
recover a considerable part of the outlay we have made out of 
income. But it is important that we should draw attention to 
the fact that while the resources placed by the Land Act of 
1903 at our command for the purchase of estates are very 
ample, the funds available to meet the outlay for improvements 
on estates are, at least for the present year, exhausted, owing 
to the Treasury rule compelling us to provide, out of our 
income, one-third of the money required for improvements. 
The remaining two-thirds we borrow from the Board of Works. 

With regard to the financial results of re-sale of estates we 
have, as shown in Appendix No. XXVIII. . resold the Pfrenoh, 
Leetch.Carrowcannon. Eockfield, Higgins, Brown, Port Eoyal. 
and Strong Estates through the Land Commission. The 
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Clare Island and Leonard estates (bought with our ow" 
funds) we I'esold to the tenants before the passing of the Land 
Act of 1903 for £16,012, on which we receive annuities at the 
rate of 8J per cent. Our Land Purchase finance in these tran- 
sactions anticipated the finance of the Act of 1903. 

On the Dillon estate 3,143 sale-agreements, amounting to 
£227,288, have been signed and lodged at the Land Commis- 
sion, and the remainder of the estate will be sold in the present 
year. On other estates ready for sale 354 agreements for an 
aggregate of £35,386 have been lodged. 

We have referred in several of our previous Eeports dealing 
with the Dillon estate to the exceptional difficulties which we 
have had to encounter, both in connection with the allotment of 
turbary and with matters of procedure, such as the disposal of 
sporting -rights, the question of inspection of holdings by the 
Land Commission, the clearing of title to tenants’ interests 
Izc. During the past year further delays have been caused by 
the necessity of waiting for the is.sue of rules and settlement 
of forms under the new Land Act. The Land Commission 
now require that the exercise of turbary rights and rights of 
way should be secured by special deeds, instead of having these 
rights set out in the land purchase agreements as heretofore. 

The preparation of these deeds and of the new forms of pur- 
chase agreement has caused much delay. Our chief remain- 
ing difficulty in getting sale-agreements signed is the absence 
of so many of the tenants during the summer months, when 
they are working in England and Scotland. 

The following list shows the number of holdings enlarged JKgration. 
and of new holdings laid out on the estates named up to the 
31st March last. The list of new holdings is not very large, 
and for this reason, that we were compelled to utilize the 
greater part of the untenanted land which came into our pos- 
session for the enlargement of existing holdings. Eor instance, 
on the Dillon estate, where 5 ,000 acres of imtenanted land were 
available, the great bulk of it was used in the enlargement of 
holdings, making it possible to provide only thirty-nine entirely 
new holdings : —

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The cost of migrating a tenant to a new holding on vacant 
land may be illustrated by giving a typical case. We buy the 
untenanted land, or we buy out the interest of a large tenant 
and subdivide his land into holdings. Assuming that one 
such holding contains land which would lot at £12 10s. a year, 
and would cost us twenty-seven years’ purchase for both land- 
lord s and tenants’ interests, the account will stand thus : —

Estimating the gross fair rent of this new holding equipp>ed 
as above at T16, an annuity at the rate of 4 per cent. , as under 
former Land Acts, would only cover a capital cost of T375 leav- 
ing a deficiency of £82 10s. .But under the Land Act of 1903 an 
annuity of T15, at the rate of 3J per cent., will cover a capital 
sum of T461, leaving no loss on the transaction. If, how- 
ever, the land costs us more than twenty-seven ’years’ 
purchase it is obvious from the above statement that an 
annuity equivalent to a fair rent would not cover the cost of 
the land and buildings. But the tenant who is getting the 
new holding is entitled to some allowance for the tenant-right 
interest in the holding which he vacates, and the allowance so 
made to him usually covers the loss we indicate. In other 
words, the lower rate of annuity payable by a tenant-purchaser 
under the new Land Act enables him to pay the annuity on a 
larger capital sum, and to repay a large part, if not the whole, 
of the cost of the buildings and the tenant-right or occupation 
interest in a new or much enlarged holding. In a case 
in which a new holding is given to a herd or other person 
who has no land to surrender, we require him to make a cash 
payment for the deficiency between the capital sum repre- 
sented by an annuity equal to a fair rent and the actual cost of 
the new holding. 

Before the passing of the Act of 1903 we were obliged to re- 
quire the tenant-purchasers of new or enlarged holdings to make 
a cash payment to irs for the tenant-right of additional land, re- 
presenting the difference between our expenditure and the esti- 
mated amount iwhich the Land Commission would advance. 
This necessity seriously interfered with the satisfactory allot- 
ment of the land, as very frequently the tenant most in need 
of an addition to his holding was too poor to pay for it. Just 
oefore the passing of the Act of 1903 we had arranged to give 
additional parcels of land to 338 tenants who made cash pay- 
ments to us amounting to T7,342, but on inquiry we ascer- 
tained that in most oases the money was borrowed from banks 
or money-lenders and that the interest payable would be a 
serious embarrassment to many of the tenants. We therefore 
arranged after the passing of the Act to return as much of this 
money as we could without adding to the annuities a sum 
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which would make them exceed the rate of annuity which 
would have been payable during the first ten years under the 
previous Act. 

From the list of estates shown in the table at the head of this ‘'I'sration 
section of the Report it will be seen that we have recently been 
able to purchase a good deal of untenanted land ; the greater part 
of it, however, is situated in non-congested districts. The quantity 
of imtenanted laud in tlie scheduled districts is limited and in- 
sufficient for the relief of congestion and the enlargement of the 
small holdings which are the general rule in those districts. VVe 
were therefore compelled to buy untonanted land outside the 
borders of the scheduled area, and to look to the migration to 
such lands of some of the larger tenants from congested districts 
as the best means of enlarging the holdings of the remaining 
small tenants in these districts. But this migration is attendetl 
with a two-fold difficulty. It is difficult to induce the 
proper persons to migrate, and it is difficult to convince tenants 
near our purclnises in non-congested areas that they have not the 
first claim to the land. We can only hope that the tact and 
patience which our officers generally display, reinforced by 
a growing perception by the parties interested of the absolute 
necessity of migration, if congestion is to be relieved, will 
gradually remove or mitigate our difficulties in this connection. 

Being of opinion that congestion is more easily and more 
effectively relieved by the migration of large farmers 
than, by the migration of petty farmers, we have caused 
an advertisement to be circulated through the public press, 
and by notice extensively posted throughout the congested 
districts in the following terms: — 

MIGRATION FROM CONGESTED DISTRICTS. 

Tlie Congested Districts Board have now on ha:id considerable areas 
of grass land in non-congested districts. Upon some of these there are 
good liouses, such as Oat-field House, Dames-Longworth Estate, situate 
about six miles fix)m Ballinasloe ; Gallagh House, on O’Kelly Estate, 
about three miles from Tuam ; Bxownliall, on Hans Browne Estate, near 
Balia, etc., etc. 

The Board are prepared to exchange suitable parcels of these grass 
lands, with dwell inghouses where they exist, for grass lands within or 
adjoining congested districts, which may be used for the enlargement of 
small holdings in such districts. To this end the Board are prepared 
to enter into negotiations with the owners or tenant-purchasers of areas 
of grass lands within or adjacent to congested districts, and to give in 
exchange for such lands more valuable holdings in non-congested _ dis- 
tricts on sUch terms as may be arranged, or less valuable holdings, 
supplemented by cash payments. 

The above projmsals have reference more particularly to large farms, 
but the Board are also prepared to enter into negotiations with owners 
or tenant-purchasers for the surrender of ho-ldings, each_ being of not 
loss than £10 annual value, in or adjoining a congested district, and to 
give in exchange therefor, on such terms as may be arranged, more 
valuable holdings in non-congested districts, having a suitable house and 
offices eroded on each. . . u j

We 11 -re not dissatisfied with the response which has hitherto 
been made to this advertisement. 

When migration is not practicable, some alleviation of the 
lot of landholders occupying small holdings of poor land may 
be effected if, as an appurtenance to such a holding, a right to the 
grazing of some cattle, and to some meadow, were provided 
within a reasonable distance. 


Again, the yearling cattle and other young stock raised on poor 
holdings in the West of Ireland are usually unsaleable at May, 
and it has been the practice of the owners to send such stock to 
graze for the summer half-year on the grazing farms in the non- 
congested districts of Roscommon, Mayo, and Galway. It would 
be a boon to many small farmers in congested districts if grazing 
lands were rendered accessible to them either under a co-operative 
system of grazing, or in suitable parcels or farms, sold to trustees 
appointed for a townland or group of townlands in the Conge.sted 
Districts. These small landholders, whom it is impossible to 
migrate, would thus get access to the class of land they are most 
in need of and would be benefited without leaving their present 
holdings. 

We have for those reasons, as well as for purposes of migra- 
tion, directed our efforts to securing grass lands in non-congeste<l 
districts, and have made considerable progress in that direction. 

At a cost of about £26,250 we have erected 218 new cottages 
and 132 new out-offices for cattle, on the following estates ;

In addition to the buildings erected by us on the Dillon estate 
we gave assistance in the forms of roofing materials, doors and 
windows, to 1,083 tenants who erected new buildinES or 
improved the old ones. ° 


The amount ol free grant or net loss to the Board in respect of 
each of such buildings was about £6 for new dwelling-houses 
erected with thatched roofs. £7 10s. for new houses with slated 
roofs, and £3 in respect of new out-offices. Buildings erected 
or improved under the Parish Committee Schemes are not in- 
eluded in the works here referred to. 


The total outlay on the improvement of estates, exclusive of 
surveying, will be found in Appendix No. XXVII. 

All the unsold holdings on the Dillon Estate, with the ex- 
ception of that small portion comprising the O’Grady Leasehold 
are now ready for sale, and we are able to report that the im- 
provement works and re-arrangement of the estate have been 
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carried oufc in a satisfactory manner and without loss to our Dillon Estate, 
funds, although our gross expenditure for buildings, drainage, 
and other improvement works on this estate has been £47,000 
in round figures up to 31st March last. 

As an example of what has been done we may point to the 
fact that in the Loughglynn section of the estate, 156 tenants 
were provided with new or enlarged holdings (see Appendix 
No. XXVI) 

There were on this section of the estate 218 tenants paying a 
gross rent of £1,093, or an average rent per holding of £5 O-s. 3cZ. 

Of these holdings the rents of 110 tenants were at £4 and 
under, and the rents of 50 over £4, but not exceeding £6. 

The results of our operations were that the holdings of most 
of these tenants have been increased by the addition of 1,625 
acres of land and bog, having an annual value of £721. 

There are now 207 tenants on this portion of the estate 
whose gross rents amount to £1,724, or an average of £8 6s. 6d. 
per holding. Of these only 12 have holdings valued at £4 or 
under; and 22 have holdings over £4, but not exceeding £6. 

The remainder of the holdings are all over £6 annual value. 

In allotting the uii tenanted laud every efibrt was made to level 
up the small holdings to as near an economic standard iis the 
available land permitted. Those who had fair-sized holdings got 
no incj-ease. 

The enlargement of small holdings was carried out in other 
portions of the estate on the same lines, namely, by the purchase 
of the tenant-right of some comparatively large farms referred to 
in our ])revious Reports, or by the migration Of a few tenants to 
other districts. 

Some plantations and some bog have been reserved, and also 
the land sold with the Mansion House to the Most Rev. Dr. 

Clancy, Bishop of Elphin, for a school for girls, which teaches 
rural economy with the aid and under the s\ipervision of the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction. 

We are much gratified to find that the landholders on this 
estate are showing a strong and increasing desire to improve 
their dwellings and surroundings as well as their land. A con- 
siderable number have during the past year erected new dwell- 
inghouses with slated roofs, and a great many have built out- 
offices to which they have removed their cattle from the 
dwellings. 

The assistance given by us towards these works was as 
follows:— 

To a tenant for building a house with a thatched J'oof, on 
an approved site and plan, a free grant of £5. 

If with a slated roof, a free grant of £5, together with 
three window’^s and two external doors free of charge. 

For building an out-office on an approved site and plan, 
corrugated iron roofing was given not exceeding £3 in value, 
free of charcfe.

In addition to these free grants, loans repayable -with the 
purchase annuities have been made for the improvement of 
dwelling-houses. They have induced a great many to build 
houses, and so numerous are the applications for assistance now, 
that we have deckled to make special loans to tenant-purchasers 
on our estates for the erection of dwelling-houses and out-offices, 
on the terms set out in the following public notice: — 

Loans fob the Erection of Dwelling-Houses and Out-Offices. 

In order to assist small landholders on estates purchased by the 
Board in providing themselves with suitable dwellinghouses and out- 
offices, the Congested Districts Board for Ireland have decided to advance 
to landholders loans not exceeding £25, repayable with interest at the rate 
fixed for Board of Works loans, in half-yearly instalments extending over 
a period not exceeding twenty-five years, as set out below : — 

1. A loan for the erection of a dwellinghouse with a slated roof, accord- 

ing to an approved plan, not to exceed £25. 

2. A loan for the erection of a dwellinghouse with a corrugated iron 

roof, on an approved plan, not to exceed £15. 

3. A loan for the erection of a dwellinghouse with a thatched roof, on 

an approved plan, not to exceed £10. 

4. A loan for the erection of an out-office, with corrugated iron roof, 

not to exceed £8. 

These loans would be repayable by half-yearly instalments, extending 
over a period not exceeding twenty-five years, with interest at the rate 
charged by the Board of Works. 

Any building for which a loan is to be made must be erected according 
to plan supplied by the Board, or to an approved plan and on an 
approved site, and the work completed to the satisfaction of an officer 
appointed by the Board. 

Theao loans have assumed a much greater importance since 
the passing of the Act of 1903. 


SEA FISHERIES. 

Having regard to the very great importance of the fishing 
industry in the Congested Districts, we deem it desirable to give 
a detailed account of the year’s operations, both for purposes of 
record and as evidence of the attention paid to this section of 
the Board’s work. 

Fufsh Fish Trade. 

After such an unfavourable season as that of 1902, it affords 
us the more pleasure to report that the Spring Mackerel Fisheries 
on the Galway and Mayo coasts were very successful last year,

At Aran Islands, County Galway, the fishermen, on their own 
account, entered into negotiations with a fi.sh merchant who had 
his own ice-hulk and fish boxes. We did not interfere as they 
appeared satisfied with the terms offered by this merchant and 
had signed agreements to sell their fish during the greater 
portion or the season at the following fixed prices : —

When this contract expired towards tlie end of the season 
another buyer attended, but he only pui-cliased 20 half-boxes and 
58 barj-els. 

The total quantity marketed fresh, namely, 13,787 half-boxes 
was larger than in any previous season ; and the total quantity 
marketed, both fresh and cured, was higher than in any previous 
year except 1899. The total value of the fish, namely £3,^3, was 
£147 higher than in the best previous season. The people in- 
cluding women and boy.s, who assisted ashore in handlinirthe fish 
earned £354. o - . , 

Of the 44 boats engaged in the fishing, 19 large and 6 small 
boats belonged to Aran Islands and 19 largo boats to the 
Connemara coast. 


“™“eneed on the 8th April, and continued until 

the 26th June. 

At Cleggan a new experiment was tried by |iroviding a cargo 
of ice for sale to fish-huyer.s to euahle the smaller buyers to com- 
pete on more equal terms with the larger firms who can afford to 
provide their own ice and ice-hulk.s. The financial result was not 
in our favour, as the amount realised by the sale of ice fell con- 
siderably short of the outlay, including all expenses in connection 
with the re-.sales. Tliis lo,ss on the .sale of ice was partly due to 
the latene.s.s of the fishing season, which did not sot in steadily 
until the middle of May, and the unavoidable con.sec|iionce of the 
delay was waste of ice, which had been delivered early in April 
Although 18 fish-buyers had representatives at Ciegmin the 
average price paid for the whole season was about the sauie as at 
Aran, namely, 10s. 2d- per 126 fish. 

As the table show.s, the total quantity of fish purchased was 
not so great as in some of the previous seasons, but this wa.s nartl v 
owing to a le.sser mimbor of boats delivering fish at Cleorran 'than 
in any previous se^on since 1897. Some of the smaller bSats that 
delivered ftsh at Cleggan in previous seasons disposed of their 
cargoes at Inrshboffin Island and Clifdon. 

Although the boats commenced fi.shing on the 4th April and 
continued, when weather permitted, to the 11th July, not much 
fish was marketed until the latter part of May, from which time 
the fishing continued good until the end of the season. 
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Of tlie 47 boats fishing 21 were large boats and the remainder 
were yawls and curragbs. Except two large boats which came 
from Westport all the boats belonged to Cleggan, Clifden, Inish- 
boffin, and adjacent islands. 

At Clifden the fishermen belonging to Clifden, Bunowen, and Ciifden and 
Ooonloughan sold their mackerel to four buyers who had repre- 
sentatives there. Only about one-fourth of the fish were sent Mackerel 
fresh to market, the remaining three-fourths being cured for the Fishery. 
American market. The quantity purchased was nearly twice as 
large and the amount paid to the fishermen was more than twice 
the amount paid in the best previous season. 

For the Blacksod mackerel fishery we chartered a small steamer, Biacksod 
as in previous years, for the conveyance of the fish to the railway 
at Tonragee, Achill Sound, charging Is. per box for carrying 

fish and 2cZ. for returned empty boxes. 

Twenty-four boats, manned by 105 fishermen, all belonging to 
the Achill, Inishkea, and Blacksod districts, fished during the 
season. Of these boats 9 were nobbies and 15 were small open 
boats. The larger portion of the fish caught were sold at fixed 
prices to a merchant with whom the boatowners entered into a 
contract at the beginning of the season, and to whom the Board 
lent an ice-hulk and fish-boxes at nominal rates. The total 
amount received by the fishermen was £976 and in addition, 

£134 was paid for labour in marketing and curing, The 
fishermen were ready to commence early in April when the prices 
were high, but the weather was unfavourable until the middle of 
May, when prices had fallen to the average rate. The great bulk 
of the fish were caught at this station between the middle ofMay 
and the 16th June, when the fishing closed. 

At Koundstone the boatowners entered into a contract for the Koundstcwie 
greater part of the season with a merchant who agreed to pay uaikfrei 
the same prices as were arranged for Aran Station and the Board Fishery, 
lent him their ice-hulk on easy terms. He supplied his own ice, 
fish-boxes and other plant. When the period for the contract 
had expired two other buyers attended and purchased fish. The 
total quantity disposed of, 5,560 halt-boxes and 845 barrels, was 
the largest since the station was first opened ; and the amount 
realised by the fishermen, £2,267, was 56 per cent, higher than 
the highest amount received by them in any previous season. 

Thirteen iiobbies and one small boat, manned by ninety-two local 
fishermen, fished during the season, which lasted from 9th April 
to 8th August. As at other stations, very little was done until 
the middle of May, the weather in the early part of the se^on 
being unfavourable, and the fish wove plentiful in June and July. 

In addition to the amount received bj’’ the fishermen, £285 was 
earned by people employed in marketing and curing 

Summer Herring Fishing. 

The Summer Herring Fishing, which was started as an e^pen- Bay 

meiit in 1901, opened in 1903, at Downing's Bay, on 1^ May, 

(the date on which the close season, referred to in our last Report, 
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SimSi expired), and continued until 16th June. Some Scotch boats 

Herring arrived at the end of Apidl and on the 2nd May about 60 Scotch 

Fishery. boats, including twelve steam-drifters, were fishing and obtained 
on that date from h cran to 6 crans of lierrings each. The 
quality was poor, the fish being thin and not good for curing, 
but as twelve fish-buyers had representatives at Downing’s the 
competition was keen and the fish wore sold at £2 per cran. 

-The Boards boats, of which 14 fished at Downing’s during the 
whole or part of the season, did not commence fishing until 12th 
May. The quality of the fish Imd then improved, and the price 
had increased to 53s. per cran. 

During the week ended the 28th May tlie fi.shing was light, but 
the quality of the fish was good and the prices were from 635. 
to 72s. per cran. The Board’s boats did well during tliis week^ 
one of them, the “St. Finan” making over £20 for one nif^ht’s 
fishing, and another, the “Benbawn,” made £35 on the night of 
the 28th May. I’he total value of fish caught by the Board’s 
fourteen boats on the 29th May was about £200, and on this date 
they fished about four miles oft Tory I.sland. On the same night 
the Scotch boats went thirty to fifty miles off and did not o-et 
any herrings. 

On the 2nd and 3rd June a number of Scotch boats left for 
the Shetland Herring Fishery. 

The Downing’s lierrings were reported tobefetchiiig 10s. a barrel 
more in the German markets tlian “ Barra” or “ Stornoway” 
herrings. The first consignment sent from Downing’s to Ham- 
burg were sold at from 40 to 50 marks per barrel, and at the end 
of the season 90 to 95 mark.s per barrel were obtained for prime 
June fish cured at Downing’s. 

The Board’s fourteen boats earned an average of nearly £50 
each during the season, the lowest earnings for any boat'being 
£11 and the Iiighest £139, including th^ amount earned by three 
of these boats which fished part of the .season at Malin Head 
It may be mentioned that all the Board’s boats are .snjall sailinf^ 
boats of the “Zulu” typo, and only work about half the number 
of nets carried by the Scotch sailing boats. 

The total quantity of fish marketed at Downing’s Bay during 
the summer fishing was about 4,160 barrels and 30 boxes of 
herrings, and the total amount paid to the h.shermcu was about 
£10,000, of which the Scotch fishermen received over £9 000. 
In addition to this about £500 was paid to persons eno-acred in 
fash curing. ® ® 

About 90 Scotch girls were employed in curinf^ herrings at 
Dowmn^s Bay and about 20 girln from tl.e -Rosses district in 
County Donegal, in addition to all tlie boys and girls available 
in the Downing’s district. 

It may be mentioned here that a good many girls from the 
Rosses district were employed curing herrings during July and 
August at Scotch curing stations, chiefly at Wick and Peterhead. 
They were paid at the rate of 3(1. per lioiir, with a bonus for eacli 
barrel of herrings gutted and packed, free lodgings, and their 
travelling expenses to Scotland and back. 
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The Burtonporfc coopers were also employed at the Scotch 
herring fishing. 

Three of the Board’s boats manned by local crews fished Herring 
part of the season at Malin Head, their total earnings at the latter 
place being £97 ; and a few of the Board’s large boats tried herring an^TeeHn. 
fishery at Teelin, but without success. 

Some Scotch boats fished at Lough Swilly, but, as we have no Herring 
curing station there, no statistics in connection "with the district 
were collected. 

During the month of April — the period of the close time for Herring 
herrings from Bloody Foreland to Malin Head — two Scotch 
steam-drifters fished for herrings from Burtonporb over the same ' 

grounds as the boats from Downing’s Bay fished in May and 
June, but they do not appear to have got much fish, and those 
caught were of poor quality. 

AuTUM^^ AND Winter Herring Fishing. 

The herring fishing on the Donegal coast during the Autumn Donegal 
Season, 1903, was much later than usual. stations. 

Some of the Board’s local “ share ” boats tried herring fishing at Downing’s 
Downing’s Bay during the last week of August, but the weather 
was unfavourable and fish were caught in very small quantities 
until the middle of September. 

The Board’s Teelin and Kincasslagh “share” boats had arrived 
at Downing’s Bay by the middle of September. At the end of 
September the Board bad a fleet of 55 boats at Downing’s, 
and at this time there were about 20 additional boats there for 
the herring fishing. The greatest number of large boats at 
Downing’s during any portion of the season was about 116, of 
which 55 belonged to the Board, and the remainder were from 
Scotland, the Isle of Man and the North and East coasts of 
Ireland. In addition to these about 20 small boats fished part 
of the season. 

At the end of October the total value of all fish caught by the 
Board’s (55) boats, including some small mackerel caught in the 
herring nets, was only £758 and as the prospect of a good 
season setting in about the first week of November was not 
very promising the fishermen of thirteen of the Board’s Teelin 
share boats decided to leave for home to try the fishing in their 
own district. Most of the Board’s Downing’s Baj'’ boats were 
laid up about this time, and the few that continued fishing until 
the end of November only earned a total of £48 during the whole 
mouth of November. 

The Manx and Scotch fishermen had all left Downing’s by the 
middle of November, as they thought the fishing was then over. 

Fortunately, however, for the local fishermen the herrings 
again made their appearance early in December, but during the 
first few days of that month the weather was unfavourable.

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A total of about 4,000 barrels was cured in Burtonport district, Autumn 
about 870 boxes were marketed fresh, and about 6,500 boxes 
were kippered. 'Jlie total amount paid to the fishermen was 
about 760, and, in addition to this, about £500 was paid to 
people engaged in caring and marketing. 

At Trawenagh, where there was very heavy fishing in 1899 Trawenagb. 
and 1900, no fish were got during the two past autumn seasons. 

The Trawenagh men fished last autumn at Rosbeg, where they 
are reported to have done fairly well. 

At Rosbeg the fishing was good. The herrings came in large Rosbeg. 
shoals, and remained longer than at any of the other Donegal 
stations. The herrings first made their appearance there about 
the end of November, and the fishing continued up to the begin- 
ning of February. The bay is very open and exposed, and it is 
only during settled weather that the yawls can fish there- A 
total of about 100 yawls fished at Rosbeg during the season. 

A total of 2,876 barrels was reported to have been cured, and 
6,866 boxes sent fresh to market. The total amount paid to the 
fishermen was estimated at £6,346. In addition to this, about 
£943 was earned in marketing and curing the fish. 

The Board’s thirteen boats that returned from Downing’s in Teeiin. 
November tried herring fishing soon after their arrival at Teeiin, 
but the fishing there was a complete failure. 

At most of the Donegal stations the herrings were got further General 
off the shore than in previous seasons, and the boats that went 
farthest usually did best. 

At Darby’s Point, near Achill Sound, County Mayo, the Board 
had five boats fishing, manned by local crews, with a Fishing In- Darby's Point, 
structor in charge of each boat. Eight boats were got ready for 
this fishing, but only four crews could be found to man them in 
the beginning of the season. When a few good hauls were made 
another local crew applied for a boat. The latter, which fished 
about a month only, earned £4, while the other boats earned £26, 

£36, £37 and £79 respectively. Over 95 per cent, of the fish 
caught were got between the 3rd September and 3rd Octo- 
ber. The total quantity captured during the season was 705 
hundreds, including four hundreHs of mackerel, and the total value 
was nearly £183. Ail the fish were sold to local buyers. 

One of the boats that fished in previous sensons at Darb^'^’s 
Point was sent with a local crew in charge of a Fishery Instruc- 
tor to Downing’s Bay, County Donegal, for the herring fishing 
there. The result was not encouraging, the total earnings of this 
boat — the Fingula— Downing’s being only £12 14s. 1<^. As 
stated, in connection with the herring fishing at Downing’s, the 
fishing did not prosper there until December, and the Fingulct 
left Downing's in the middle of November.

in curing earned £24. Only eleven small boats fished at this station, 
and these were unable to get to sea during the greater part of the 
season owing to bad weather. The fishing commenced in the last 
week of August and closed on 2nd October. 

At Portacloy and Rinroe, on tlie North Mayo Coast, a small 
quantity of herrings, value for about £70, was captured. Tliese 
were all sold at Belmullet, except about 40 barrels cured by a 
Glasgow fish-cui’er. 

Fourteen large boats were engaged in the herring fishing at 
North Aran Island from 10th August until the middle of Octo- 
ber. During this period the boats sold fish at Kilronan to the 
value of over £280, and the rest at Galway, but no returns have 
been received for the fish sold at Galway. The total quantity 
mai’keted — August to October — from Kilronan was 265 barrels 
of cured herrings and 8 barrels of fresh herrings. 

Later on— in January — 20 large and 5 small boats tried herring 
fishing at North Aran and continued fishing for about two 
months. During this period nearly 500 boxes of herrings were 
sent fresh to market, and over .500 barrels were cured, for which 
the fishermen received about £600, while the persons engaged in 
marketing and curing the fish earned about £100, The” total 
earnings of the boats engaged in the herring fishing at North 
Aran for both periods were about £1,000. 

The yawls at South Aran Island made a few attempts at 
hei’ring fi.shing, but, as they could not proceed far to sea, owing 
to bad weather, the total quantity captured was only 100 boxes, 
marketed fresh, and 18 barrels cured, for which the fishermen 
received £58. 

Autumn Mackerel Fishing. 

At the time of writing this report a total of about 80,000 
barrels of Irish pickled mackerel had been exported to America 
for the season. 

At Tory Island, County Donegal, the fish-curer to whom the 
Board’s curing-station was sub-let purchased 240 barrels of 
mackerel, for which he paid the fishermen £200. In addition to 
this two local buyers purchased about £100 worth of fish. 

Two large and eight small boats were engaged in the fishing. 
The large boats also fished for herrings. The price paid for fisli 
was low, as compared with prices paid to the Galway and Mayo 
fishermen ; but it was stated that the Tory Island mackerel were 
smaller than those usually got on the Mayo and Galway coast?. 
Dogfish were plentiful around the island during the season, and 
the mackerel were caught close to the shore. 

At Inver (Breadhaven) a small quantity — 101 barrels — was 
cured, for which the fishermen and workers at the curing-station 
received £248. Most of the fish at this station were caught on 
lines, not in nets, as at the other stations. 

At Belderrig, Porturlin, Portacloy, and Muingcreena .stations, all 
on the North Mayo coast, there was a very considerable increase 
in the quantity of fish caught, and in the earnings of the fisher- 
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me" and persons employed in fish-curing, as compared with any Autumn 
previous season. Some new buyers had representatives at these >I«ctoul 
stations during the season, and the keen competition was or ad- 
vantatre to the fishermen. About 100 .small boats yawls and 
curraghs— fished at these stations. The fish came close in-shore 
^hich just suited the class of boats in the district — and when- 
ever the weather was favourable the fishermen were busy. A 
total of 2,1 2G barrels were cured at these four stations, and the 
amount paid to the fishermen was £3,658. In addition to this 
£922 was paid for curing. 

At Clare Island the boats were all engaged herring fishing oiare lalana 
except a seine boat supplied by the Board to a local crew for station, 
mackerel fishing. The fish-curer, to whom the Board s station 
was sub-let for herring curing, purchased the small quantity ot 
mackerel -value £32 12.s. 6d— caught by the seine boat. 

At Inishturk Island 11 small boats fished for mackerel during inishturk 
the season ; and as three fish-curers were buying there, the 2G3 ion. 
barrels cured brought in £364. In addition to this, the people 
engaged in fish-curing operations earned £-o3. 

Fifty small boats were engaged in the mackerel fishing at luiabboffin 
Inishbofin Island, and seven fish merchants had representatives 
there. The season at this station was a record one, the quantity Mackerel), 
offish caught and the amount paid to the fishermen being greater 
than in any previous season. The total quantity cured was 1,8 i d 
barrels, for which the fishermen received £2,718. In additiori to 
the amount paid to the fishermen, the workers at the curing 


stations earned £434. 

Five fish merenants had representatives at Ueggan, ancl 22 i 
small boats took part in the fishing there. The quantity of fish i 
caught was onlv about one-third of that captured m some ot the . 
best previous seasons. The prices paid were high, the fishermen 
receiving £1,132 for the 500 barrels cured. The local workers at 
this curing-station earned about £100. 

At Tully, Bunowen, and Dooulonglian stations there was 
a very considerable decrease in the quantity of mackerel 
caught, a total of about 500 barrels only being secured at these 
three stations, for which the fishermen received £670. Ine 

workers at these stations earned about £170. 

At North Aran Island, County Galway, the quantity ot 
mackerel cured was nearly as groat as in the best previous 
season, and the prices paid were good. The total quantity cured 
was 868 barrels, for which the fishermen received £1.699. l ie 
workers at the North Aran Curing Stations earned £217 ilie 

great bulk of the mackerel wore got by the 2.5 small boats lishing 
from Kilmurvey and Buiigowla, and any maokerol caught by the 
IS largo boats fishing from Kilronan were got in herniig nets 
Two small boats from the midcllo island also sold mackerel at 
North Aran.

About the middle of September there was exceptionally good 
fishing at Kilmurvey and Bungowla. One curragh at this 
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penod earned £73 m four nights; another earned £60 in a 
week : and two others earned £38 each in one night.

Cured Fish Trade. 

We did not open any of our fish-curing stations during the 
Autumn and Winter season, 1903, as merchants were ready to 
buy at every station where herrings and mackerel were likely to 
d“™tities to pay for curing and marketing

At both places the trade may bo left entirely to the fish merchants 
M the competition among the buyers will sufficiently protect the 
nshermen 8 interests. 

On the two following pages tables are given showing the 
quality and value of the herrings and mackerel purcha.s^d at 
the Board s stations by the several fish merchants, etc. 
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Conger, Skate, God, Lino, and Qlasson. 

We regret to state that the long line fishing on the coast from ^ 
Doneo'al to Galway, dnring the season 1903-4, was unsuccessful, fii 
thoueh a little better than in some of the seasons immediately 
nreceding. There were indications of fish on the usual fishing 
grounds and the poor results were due to scarcity of bait and 

to the stormy weather. 1 

At Teelin only a few trials were made by the large boats, ^ 
owint' to the scarcity of bait; and the fishermen fished mostly 
in yawls, with small lines, for haddock and whitmg, of which 
fairly good quantities were taken at esoh “ shot.” 

The fishing commenced about the 1st February, and lasted 
until the end of April. No statistics were furnished as to the 
value of whitine and haddock caught ; and the total value oi the 
cod, conger, and skate marketed was about £130. The quantities

Seven large and fourteen small boats were engaged in the fish- 
ing during the whole, or part of the season. 

At Malinbeg station, where considerable quantities of cod and j 
ling were got some years ago, nothing was done at the long line 

fishing, owing to the want of herrings for bait. 

The Board’s curing station at Tory Island was let tor the ^ 
season to a Glasgow firm, for curing ling, cod, etc., but no fish 
were purchased there. 

The weather was too rough on the !North Mayo stations for 

the class of boats, yawls and curraghs, engaged in the hshing; 

and the fishermen were seldom able to get to sea during the 
season. There were good signs of cod on these fishing grounds. 
The total quantity caught was only about 40 dozen of cod and 
linw and of this quantity about one-third was retained by the 
fishermen for their own use, the balance being sold locaUy tor a 

total of about £13. ^ , 

At the Aran Islands the long-lme fashing set in about 20tli 
January and continued until the third week of March, ihe 
stormy weather interfered with the fishing here, as at the 
Donegal and Mayo stations, and the boats could not get tar 

enough to sea. _ , . . 

Nine large and six small boats were engaged m the fishing at 
North Aran ; and twelve yawls and five canoes took part in 
the fishing at South Aran. 

The OTcater part of the fish was purchased by Galway hsh- 
bnyers, and some W'ere also despatched to the Dublin and 
English markets.

The amount earned by the South Aran fi.shermen during the 
season was about £282. At this station some of the yawls were 
sunk at their moorings, on two occasions, by .storm, some being 
only slightly damaged, but throe of them were driven away 
from the island. One of these was picked up by a passing .ship 
and delivered at Galway, and another was found on the Clare 
coast. The remaining yawl, the “ St, Anthony,” has not been 
recovered yet. 


Cubing Stations Opened by the Board foe Curing Cod 
Ling, and Glasscn. 

Our curing stations at Rinroe, Porturlin, and Portacloy on the 
North Mayo coast were open from the beginning of February 
until the middle of April, but the total quantity cured at these 
stations was only about 2 cwt., mostly cod, the bulk of the fish 
caught being sold locally. Although the quantity purchased by 
the Board wms very .small, the opening of the curing stations had 
the effect of keeping up the prices, as the Board offered 7s. per 
dozen for ling, and as. per dozen for cod, with the result that 
local buyers bad to give higlier rates to get the fish. 

Fishery Developjment. 

In our last report we mentioned that as the steamer service 
between Castletownberehavon and Bantry after the 1st October 
was tri-weekly, we, in order to facilitate the marketing of ffsli 
from Castletown, subsidized the ss. ‘‘ Evelyn” for four weeks to 
make three additional trips per week. 

During the recent Autumn herring season similar arrange- 
ments were made for a fortnigdit, after which time it was not 
necessary to continue the special steamer, as the herring fishing 
had closed. The total quantity of fish carried by the special 
steamer during the fortnight was 43 boxes of herrings and l-i 
hags of winkle.s. 

A firm of fish merchants at M,alin Head, County Donegal, 
having applied to tlie Board for the services of a qualified 
fish-curer to instruct the local people in herring-curing, a fish- 
curer was sent during the Summer hei ring season— from 18th 
May to 20th June— at a cost to tlie Board of £11. During the 
period he was employed only 47 barrels of herrings were cured, 
and only one local person attended, about two hours ])er day, 
for sixteen days, for instruction. We sent three large boat.s, 
manned by local crews under the command of Scotch Instructors, 
to Malin Head, but they only fished tliere part of the season, 
their total earnings at Malin Head being £102 19s. Sd. These 
boats fished the remainder of the season at Downing’s Bay. 
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Two fishermen, from Valentia Island, experienced in seine Experimouts 
fishinw, were sent as Instructors to Clare Island, County Majm, 
wher^ the Board provided a seine boat and follower for a local 
crew. The Instructors arrived in the middle of August, and re- 
mained until the end of October. Although it was not necessary 
to purchase a seine net, one being already in stock, the cost to the 
Board for the boats and instruction was about £80, while the 
total value of the fish caught during the period was only 
£32 12s. 6d., of which £31 13s. worth of fish were got during 
the fortnight ended 3rd October. 

Three-fourths of the boat’s earnings were distributed amongst 
the local members of the crew and the remaining one-fourth 
was retained by the Board for upkeep of boats, etc. 

Net- Mending. 

Durinv the year instruction in net-mending was given at Ket-nienrHng 
Calla National School, near Ballyconneely, County Galway, from classes. 

8th September to 22nd December. 

Local fishermen and children from the National schools, to the 
number of sixty, attended for instruction. The National school 
pupils attended after school hours. About two-thirds of the 
persons attending for instruction were National school pupils. 

A class was also opened early in January at Moyrus National 
School, near Carna, County Galway, and this class was closed 
at the end of March. The average number of persons who 
attended for instruction was fifty-eight, about 75 per cent, of 
these being National school pupils. 

A net-mending instructor was employed at Blacksod Point, 

County Mayo, from 1st June, 1903, to 28th December, 1903, 
mending the nets of the Board’s share boats and he was assisted 
by eight local boys who had received instruction in net-mending 
in previous seasons and who are now proficient net-menders. 

Fishery Lights. 

Our Engineer has made many experiments with the object of 
adapting an inexpensive lantern or screen to the Wigham patent 
buoy-lamp, to render it suitable for a leading light at Deer Island 
and other places on the west coast where we have developed the 
njackerel fishery. This end appears now to have been attained, and 
the lamps will shortly be erected at Deer Island, County Galway, 
and at Wyon Point, near Burtonport, County Donegal. 

A Wigham seven-day lamp has been erected on Brandon pier 
as a leading light, and is proving satisfactory. 

An acetylene gas apparatus and lantern have been constructed 
for Kilrouan Pier, Aran Islands, but have not yet been erected. 

Instruction in Fishing. 

During the year under review the cost of Instruction in Fishing 
was £5,216. This expenditure was larger than in any previous 
year except 1901, when it amounted to £6,151. The 
peuditure in 1903-4 was partly due to the lateness ot theHeiring

season on the Donegal Coast, where we had 55 share boats wait* 
ing many weeks for the arrival of the lierrings, and in nearly all 
these boats an Instructor was employed as skipper. Twenty of 
the crews of the Donegal share boa.ts have been receiving instruc- 
tion for periods of from five to eight years. It is expected that 
all, or nearly all, these crews will manage their boats hencefor- 
ward without the aid of Instructors, and a considerable saving 
under this head may, therefore, be anticipated in future. The 
majority of the Fishery Instructors arc employed in the .share 
boats and yawls, of which we have nearly 90 at present ; a few 
Instructors are also engaged in loan boats on the Mayo and 
Galway coasts. 

Experienced Scotch fishermen exclusively are employed as 
Fishery Instructors in the Donegal share boats and Aran share 
yawls, also in the Aran loan boats during the long line season ; 
and experienced fishermen from Arklow, Cork and Kerry are em- 
ployed inthe Mayoand Galway share boats andin the Galway loan 
boats during the herring and mackerel seasons. Of the J£5,216 
paid for instruction in fishing, about £2,000 was paid for salaries 
and travelling expenses'' of Irish Instructors and the balance 
represents the jjayments to Scotch Instructors. The whole of this 
expenditure was not borne by us, as the fishermen who received 
instruction contributed a share of the cost under the rules 
explained in our Eleventh Annual Report. Tlie total amount con- 
tributed by the fishermen to the cost of instruction in fishing 
during the year ended 31st March, 1904, was £1,256, thus making 
the net cost to the Board £3,960. 


Bo4t Building. 

The Killybegs Industrial School, which is still assisted by a 
grant for the purpose of instruction in boat-building, completed 
one Zulu boat and one nobby during the year, and one nobby 
and two Zulus were built at the new boat building yard, Aran 
Island. 

In all, 37 decked fishing boats (22 nobbies and 15 Zulus) had, 
up to 31st March, been built at yard.s on th e west coast where 
building was first commenced under instruction provided by us, 
and the total number of boats built to our order up to that date 
at various places was : —

As mentioned in our Eleventh Report we made arrangements NevCooperags 
last year for the erection of a cooperage at Downing’s Bay Pier, at Downmga 
near Carrigart, County Donegal, and on 1st February we took 
over the buildings for barrel-making. We are now in a position 
to supply the fish merchants curing herrings in the locality with 
a considerable portion of the the barrels they require. 

There are four skilled Scotch coopers, one of whom acts 
as foreman, and two Irish coopers who served their time at 
our Teelin cooperage, at present employed in the new cooperage. 

There are also a few boys engaged as apprentices, and we hope 
soon to have sufficient .skilled Irish coopers to enable us to 
dispense with the services of the Scotch coopers. 

As there was little demand in the Teelin district for barrels closing 
we closed our cooperage there when work was started in the 
Downing’s Bay cooperage. 

Our two cooperages at Downing’s Ba.y and Burtonport are 
now conveniently situated for the principal herring curing 
stations in County Donegal, and their situation will save con- 
siderable cost in freight as compared with the coat of transfer of 
barrels to these districts from Teelin, or the importation of 
barrels from Scotland. 

We imported 397, 29I superficial feet of best Swedish spruce 
timber, namely— 300,714 superficial feet of staves and 96, .580 
superficial feet of heading. Of this quantity 76,350 superficial feet 
of staves and 35,999 superficial feet of heading were delivered at 
our cooperages and the balance was sold at cost price to sundry 
coopers in the counties Cork and Kerry. 

The total number of barrels made at our cooperages during 
the year was 4,809, and the total number sold m same period 
was 4,377. 


IV.—INDUSTBIES. 

During the past year the demand for lace and crochet has not i,ace and 
been so good as during the two previous years, the wet and cold Crochet, 
spring and summer seasons of 1903 having left the London and 
Paris merchants with considerable stocks on their hands. 

The Board, in anticipation of a fidling off in consumption, such 
as that which has recently occurred, had previously discouraged 
numerous applicants for the opening of additional claves, and it 
was in some degree due to the adoption of this cautmus course 
that the shrinkage in the demand was not so much felt in the 
past year as it might have been. While there has been no 
difficulty in finding a sale for work of the best quality and newest 
design, it has been no easy matter to induce workers, especially 
of crochet, to produce the exact patterns and quality required 
by the market. In many instances workers would not take the 
trouble nor spend the time necessary to take advantage ol the 
instruction provided with this object. ^ ^ 
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Lace Ojasses. 


While, however, we have checked the mnltiplication of Lace 
Classes we have been able to add to the number of Lace Curtain 
Classes, an industry introduced in the year 1001, as mentioned in 
our Eleventh Report. 

A source of great disappointment to the teachers and of regret 
to the Board has been the emigration of a considerable number 
of the workers to America after having received a good training. 
This seriously checks the progress of these home-industries, and 
both the quantity and quality of the work done are in conse- 
quence injuriously affected. From twenty to forty of the best 
workers have in more than one case emigrated from a district 
where efforts had been not unsuccessfully made to procure further 
employment for them at their homes, and Lace Class pupils have 
been known to withdraw sums of from £20 to £25, representing 
their savings, from the local Savings Bank, and with this money 
leave for America. 

In order to improve the quality of the work and facilitate the 
introduction of fresh designs, instruction in drawing has been 
given to several classes, and we have set aside £120 for assisting 
pupils at the Lace Chisses to obtain instruction in drawing at 
the Metropolitan School of Art. 

The total earnings for the year, tlioiigh not reaching the 
amount earned in several previous years, are satisfactory. 

The following classes have been in operation during the

4 Embroidery and Draw Work Classes have been held at 

Ardara (Co. Donegal), and at Derrew, Partly, and 
Shrah (Co. Mayo).

more, Kilkcrriu, and Clifden (Co. Galway). 

5 Carpentry Classes at Cashel and Clonhur (Co. Galway);

Galway); Castlccove. Cahirdaniel, Killorglin, and 
Siieem (Co. Kerry); Glengariff, Adrigole, Inchigeela, 
and Ki]crohane(Co. Cork). 
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Weaving Instruction has been given at Olonbur and Leenane Weaving. 
(Co. Galway), and at Avdea, and Glenbeigh (Co. Kerry). 

There was during the greater portion of the year a very fair Homespuns, 
demand for Homespuns and about 3,000 pieces were measured 
at the Board’s Depots at Ardara and Garrick. Applicants for 
improved looms w'ere granted loans for the purpose. 

Durino- the year the Board’s teachers in Domestic Economy, Domestie 
Cookery” and Laundry have been fully occupied and an additional 
teacher was engaged, making .six in all. There has been an 
ever-increasing demand for these teachers. The classes were 
commenced in 1898, and up to the 31st March last over 3,200 
pupils have attended them in various parts of the Congested 
Districts. 

In many cases wo have had proof that the four months 
course was of the greatest advantage to the pupils and many 
residents in the localities have testified to the efficiency of the 
teachino- and the good which has resulted from it. 

As there is always a largo demand for girls willing to accept 
domestic service at home, each of the Board’s teachers w^as placed 
in communication with Registry Offices in Dublin, Belfast, and 


The number of Lace Curtain Classes has been increased during ^ace curtain 
the year as far as the demand would permit. New classes for the classes, 
production of Connemara Curtains have been opened at Letter- 
more Island and at Kilkerrin and Olifden (Co. Galway), in addi- 
tion to the classes previously established at Carraroe and Letter- 

mullen. . , ^ , -r^ m- i. i • 

As an experiment we have sent to Glenbeigh, County Kerry, ^ 
four hand looms specially fitted for the manufacture of hand- 
tuft mats, stair carpets, etc- We hope that this may result in 
the establishment of a very useful cottage industry. 

A number of girls received instruction in Machine Knitting Knitting, 
at Lettermackaward (County Donegal). 

In addition to providing instruction at Evening Classes for 
boys and men at various centres we tried the experiment ^ 
of giving manual instruction to the pupils of National 
Schools, and have found that a class for the instruction of 
twenty to twenty-five of the oldest boys two hours on one day in 
each week was much appreciated and very successful. In addi- 
tion to making settS of accurately constructed models of a 
standard size, the pupils drew each a model to scale, and the 
result of the instruction given has been highly satisfactory, 
considerable proficiency in the use of tools and some facility 
witli the pencil having been acquired by the 190 pupils who 
received instructions under this system at the Kiltimagh Class; 

Arrangements have been made with Messrs. Morton, of Darvel, Donegal 
to open two carpet factories in “ The Rosses” district of County 
Donegal, where there is a very large migratory population 
occupying holdings quite insufficient for their support. These 
buildings will be much smaller than, those at Killybegs and 
Kilear, where carpet-making has been carried on for several 
years past by Messrs. Morton. 

The new factories will, it is hoped, be opened in a few inontbs. 
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Marine works. 


V.—ENQmERtNG AND OTHER WORKS. 


The net expenditure on Works during tlie past year amounted 
to .£5,939, divided as follows : —

Although, as shown above, the amount paid in the year in aid 
of works carried out by county authorities was only £978, the 
total sum offered by our Board for such contributions during the 
year was £5,oG2. Many of these grants will no doubt become 
payable at a future time, but in many other cases the local 
authorities may abandon the projects rather than add to the 
rates. 

One of the results of the exceptionally rough weather in the 
year 1903 was a large amount of damage to piers and landing- 
places on the Western coast and a consequent expenditure of 
money and of the time of our engineering staff in effecting 
repairs. The cost of these repairs is shown in the appendix. 

'Several new works of importance were in hand during the 
year. At Roads, under the cliffs near Kells, County Kerry, a 
slip was constructed a few }-ears ago by the County Council, 
with the assistance of a grant from us, but as complaints were 
made by the fishermen that the swell made it difficult for the 
long seine boats used in the locality to land their fish at the 
slip, we agreed to make a further expenditure with the view of 
reducing the gradient and erecting a parapet to prevent side- 
wash. These alterations, which we believe will be a great 
improvement, have cost £354. 

At Dunquiii, opposite the Blasket Islands, the Dingle peninsula 
terminates in a cliff, in which there is a small cove where 
boats can land in fine weather. A better landing-place, accessible 
in rough weather, has long been wished for both by the fisher- 
men on the mainland and by the islanders. We have now 
constructed a small pier and slip which we hope will fully 
supply this want. Owing to the extremely exposed and remote 
situation, the cost, £960, has been much heavier than it would 
have been in ordinary circumstances. 

At Eskegeen, near Derrynane, County Kerry, £316 has been 
spent on the improvement of a small natural harbour. The 
entrance has been opened up, and a quay constructed. Tliis 
harbour has already proved to be of much use as a refuge for 
boats when driven from the neighbouring fishing grounds by bad 
weather. 
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At Glen Boat-eove, near Port Magee, County Kerry, the slip 
has been extended to reach deeper water. 

The pier at Coonanna, also in County Kerry, having ^ been 
undermined by the sea it became necessary to protect it by 
driving piles and by underpinning. It appears that local currents 
influenced by the position of the pier, which was built in 1895, 
had the efl'eet of lowering the bottom of the bay and weakening 
the foundations of the pier. With much difficulty piles have 
now been driven down to solid rock, but the stormy weather ol 
the year 1903 rendeied it necessary to suspend the operations at 
frequent intervals, and one storm carried away all the plant. 
£870 was expended on this work in the past year. 

At a cost of £403 a house has been built at Poulathomas, a 
very poor district in the extreme north-west of County Mayo, 
for the accommodation of the lace-sehool which has been establi- 
shed there for some years, and has outgrown the available 
accommodation. Several auxiliary classes have been opened in 
the same parish under the instruction of the same teacher. 

For an accommodation road at Glenagivlagh, a densely 
populated valley near Leenane, County Galway, we, voted a 
small sum and have been glad to learn that owing to the 
energy shown by the people unusually good results have been 
achieved. 

It is unnecessary to refer in detail to the many small woj-ks 
carried out by our engineering staff during the year, or to the 
works in aid of which we have made grants to local authori- 
ties. 


Parish Committees. 

It will be remembered that the aim ol the scheme of Parish 
Committees is the encouragement, by rneans of prizes or small Comm.uee . 
grants-in-aid, of useful and permanent improvements m the 
people’s dwellings, holdings, and general surroundings. 

The results of the operations of the Parish Committees have 
been in most cases very satisfactory, so much so that we extended 
the Scheme to additional parishes, and increased our grants trom 
£3,680 to 89 parishes in 1902-3 to £6,723 to 104 parishes in 
in 1903-4. 

The improvements effected in some parishes through the opera- 
tions of the scheme are most striking and encouraging. In many 
townlands in the Swinford Union, where twelve or hfteen years 
ac'O few dwelling-houses were to be found in which cattle were 
not kept, there are now very few dwellings in which cattle 
are kept. Everywhere one sees small oiit-offioes rooted with 
corrugated iron, put up by the people themselves under the 
Parish Committee Scheme. 


The grants in aid given by the Committees represent only a 
small proportion of the cost of the erection of the buildings, 
yet the competition for the grants is usually keen amongst those 
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Parish 

Committees. 


who have cattle in their dwellings, except in the case of those 
who are very poor, have helpless families and are not alile 
to undertake the erection of outoffices even with the aid of the 
maximum grant. 

During the year epidemics of typhus occurred in some parts 
of the Congested Districts (due to the insanitary condition of 
the dwellinghouses), and this lamentable fact made us a^ain 
direct the special attention of the Parish Committees to the para- 
mount necessity of inducing occupiers to remove cattle from 
their dwellinghouses, and to have the manure-pit properly 
located. We have retison to be gratified with the response made 
to our appeal. In all cases the Committees warmly assi.st 
the Board in their endeavours to improve the existing con- 
dition of affairs, and in recording their appreciation of the 
work done by the Board the Committee of one of the poorest 
and most backward parishes observe tliat the Board’s operations 
have changed the whole aspect of the parish, and there is reason 
to believe that this is true generally in the parishes where 
the scheme has been well worked and has been some years in 
operation. 

The^ Coiinty Mayo Parish Committee Scheme has been in 
operation in fifty-five parishes thi.s year. Grants amounting in 
the aggregate to £5,570 were offered to sixty-three parishes, but 
in eigU of these steps were not taken to form a Committee 
or the Committee was .so long in getting into working order that 
no work was carried out until the time allowed for doing so had 
expired. 

Of the grants sanctioned by the fifty-five parishes 650 were 
for erecting, improving or enlarging dwelling-houses, including 
such work as converting the space formerly occupied by cattle 
into a ha,bitable room, laying a concrete floor, inserting window, s, 
or building chimneys. The estimates for these amounted to 
£5,365, and the grants-in-aid were £l,276. 

As was the cjise last year the weather during January and 
February,^ 1904, was wet and the works have consequently 
been considerably delayed, and for this reason we extended the 
time allowed for their completion. 

From the same cause a large portion of the grants we had 
offered had not been paid over to the Committees when the year 
expired. 

For building out-offices, such as cow-houses, stables and stores 
1,408 grants were made, amounting to £2,805 in respect of the 
total value of work done estimated at £11,784. 

For fencing and draining 127 grants, amounting to £142, were 
made, the total estimated cost being £646. 

For accommodation roads 78 grants, amounting to £l7l were 
made for work estimated at £907. 

Seventeen miscellaneous cases, estimated at £85, account for 

i-zO, and bring up the total value of works completed in the 
year to £18,786, and the grants authorised to £4,414. 
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Forty-three “ supervisors” have been employed to advise and 
direct the occupiers in the execution of the approved works, and 
£828 was paid for their remuneration and expenses. 

Tn our last annual report we referred to the extension of the 
Parish Committee system to County Donegal and County Kerry. Committee, 

Tn County Donegal committees were formed in thirty-three 
parishes, and thirty of these were able to get into working order 
and put schemes in operation, expending a total of £756. 

In Appendix No, XXIV. we give further information in regard 
to the working of these committees. 

The scheme introduced in Donegal differs in several respects 
from that which has been about seven years in operation in 
County Mayo and some of the adjoining counties. In the first 
place the constitution is different, for while the County Mayo 
scheme provides for representation by election, in Donegal the 
coinuiittees are composed of ; — 

(1.) The clergymen of all denominations residing and hold- 
ing an ecclesiastical appointment in the parish ; 

(2 ) Tlie County and District Councillors for each division 
situate or partly situate in the parish ; 

(3.) The landlord, s (or, in their absence, their agents) who 
own land within the parish ; 

(4.) The magistrates and practising medical doctors resid- 
ing within the parish. 

In County Mayo Committees six elected members take the 
place of the magistrates in the above list. But perhaps the 
most important difference is that while in the Mayo scheme 
grants equal to a small part of the estimated expenditure are 
made to selected applicants, the Donegal scheme proceeds on the 
distribution of prizes to those who are judged to have done 
most in improving their houses, &lc. It is claimed that the 
Donegal system has led to economy in expenditure and super- 
vision, but it is too early to pronounce on the relative merits of 
the rival systems. Both are doing good. 

In the counties of Cork and Kerry the Mayo scheme was put parish 
into operation last year in five parishes — Killorglin, Glenbeigh, 

Glencar (County Kerry), and in Glengariffe and Bonane in 
County Cork. 

VL~M1SGI^LLANE0US MATTERS. 

The number of agricultural banks or Credit Societies in the Raiffeisen 
Congested Districts has now increased to 77 and the statistics 
published in the Appendix of this Repoi’t show that these useful 
institutions are gradually, but surely, extending their operations 
amongst the very large class of small farmers and cottiers for 
whose benefit they were established. In respect of the number 
of loans issued and the amount of capital obtained from local 
source.s, the success of these banks is very encouraging. The

total amount lent by our Board to fifty-five banks, at 31st March 
last, was £4,580, an average of £83, while the borrowings of 
forty-four banks from other sources and the local deposits 
amounted to £4,381, or an average of £99 per bank. We have 
now made a new arrangement with the Irish Agricultural 
Organization Society, under which an Organizer devotes the 
whole of his time to the establishment and inspection of banks 
in the Congested Districts. 

The Irish Exhibits Company at the St. Louis Exhibition 
having made most liberal provision for a special exhibit from 
Ireland, we have been enabled, with the friendly co-operation of 
the Department of Agriculture, to secure sufficient space for the

'Phere is also a girl from Straleel, Oarrick, carding 
and spinning wool.

There is a fine exhibit from Poxford of all sorts of woollen goods 
as well as a consignment of goods for sale. 
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Zace . — There is a large exhibit of each sort of lace produced at the 
Board’s classes as well as a oonaigmnent of lace for sale, and an 
Ai’dara worker has been sent out to produce embroidery and drawn 
work on the spot. 

Paintings. — Mr. Alex, "Williams, n,n.A., has sent over forty oil 
paintings of the scenery of the West of Ireland. 

The carriage of these goods from Ireland to St. Louis has been 
defrayed by the Irish Exhibits Company. 

For the purchase of goods and other expenditure we provided 
£860, of which the greater portion will probably be repaid to us 
on the sale of the articles, such as hoinespun.s, which it is hoped 
will be disposed of in considerable quantity, and this may load 
to the establi,shment of a permanent market in the States. 

Tire sale of kelp for the manufacture of iodine adds consider- Kelp, 
ably to the ro.sources of the coast population in some districts, 
and although in last season (June, July, and August) the wet 
weather hindered tlie drying of the weed, the price w'as well 
maintained, being from £4 to £5 per ton for good kelp. In 
Connemara many families sold from five to twelve tons each, 
and at Tory Island 100 tons were sold, three to six tons per 
fiimily. 

"We are informed that about 265 tons were sold at Belinullet 
at the average price of £3 16s, per ton. 

In order to avoid loss from adulteration and bad treatment of 
the weed some buyers in Connemara adopted a new system; 
instead of buying the burnt kelp they purchased the best 
description of weed {Laminaria cUgitata, “ Coughlagh ”) dried, 
and gave 30s. to 32s. per ton, which is about twice as much as 
would be obtained by burning the same weed. 

In order to open up communication with remote districts and Telegraphs, 
to assist the fisheries and other industries, we have continued to 
join in the guarantees given to the General Post Office for the 
establishment of new branches of the telegraph system.^ During 
the past ten years we have given a guarantee in thirty-three 
cases, making ourselves liable for an annual contribution 
amounting to° over £600, but we have been called upon to pay 
only £794 during that period. 

The annual subsidy of £700 for the maintenance of the service Subsidies 
between Galway and the Aran Islands has been continued, as 
well as that of £500 for the Clyde Shipping Company’s steamer, 
running from Cork to places on the coasts of County Cork and 
County Kerry. 

Following the example of the Department of Agriculture we 
have decided to confine the small grants we offer in aid of Vilkge 
Libraries to those which comply with the Public Libraries 
(Ireland) Acts. 

We have been, as in many previous years, under great obllga- Co-operation 
tions to the Inspector-General of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and to the officers and members of the Force, for very valuable atabulary. 
assistance given in connection with horse-breeding and other 
agricultund and fishery projects. 
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In pursuance of the 84th section of the Irish Land Act, 1903, 
o le oar . Kiglifc Hon. Frederick Wrench, on liis appointment as an 
Estates Commissioner, ceased to be a member of our Board, and 
the Right Hon. Sir Antony MacDonnell, G.C.S.I., X.C.V.O., 
Under-Secretary for Ireland, was added to the Board as an 
ex-officio member.

INSTRUCTIONS AND SUGGESTIONS POR THE GUIDANCE OP 
PARISH COMMirrEES. 


INTEODUCTOBT. 


1. In October, 1897, the Congested Districts Board determined to try 
as an enperiment during the period ending 31st December, 1898, whether 
occupiers of land in certain congested districts codd bo sucosssfully 
encouraged, by means of prizes or small grmts in aid, to make useful 
and permanent improvements in their holdings, dwellings, and general 
surroundings. 

2. The Board then felt that it would be impossible for them, having 
regard to the relatively small amount of money at their disposal, to 
extend very widely the scheme contemplated, even though ib proved 
successful, and it was therefore decided that an inland district where 
little had hitherto been done by the Board sliould be selected tor the 
experiment. The Poor Law Union of Swinford was chosen owing to the 
very greatly congested condition of that district and also to the ^ct that 
in many parts of the Union it had heretofore been found diincuit to 
decide upon any measures that seemed likely to improve the resources, 
comfort, and condition of the inhabitants. 

3. The greater number of the able-bodied, male population of the area 
selected are migratory labourers, occupying small holdings of poor land, 
who spend from three to eight or nine months of every year in England, 
working chiefly as farm labourers or “harvestmen.” 

4. During the winter months, when these men are at home, they can- 
not obtain employment, tliough willing to work for a very low rate of 
wages, and yet only a small proportion of them apply any of their 
leisure time to the impoovement of their oivn holdings. If they could 
got employment even at tlie lowest current rate of wages they might 
find it more profitable to be so engaged than to devote their time to the 
improvement of bad land. But during the .winter, when they cannot 
procure paid employment, there can be no doubt they would be acting 
wisely in occupying their spare time in the improvement of their hold- 
ings, dwellings and general surroundings. 

5. Improvements which could not be attempted witli a hope of yielding 
remunerative results, when, viewed from the ordinary commercial stand- 
point, could be undertaken with advantage under the conditions stated, 
by persons who know they cannot, for th'^ time, otherwise more usefully 
employ themselves and who bear m mind that the improvement of their 
land permanently increases their home resources and that the improvc-- 
ment of their houses will help to make their homes more cheerful and 
happy. 


6. Bearing these considerations in mind the Board originated this 
scheme, as already stated, in October, 1897, with a view to encourage 
landholders to effect improvements in their lands and houses by means 
of small grants of money or prizes out of their funds, to be awarded and 
paid throu'di local Parish Committees. 

7. It is the Board’s opinion that fhese grants or prizes ought to repre- 
sent but a small proportion of the value of the work done, if paid for 
at the current rate of wages. The Board aim at making these grants 
barely sufficient to afford a stimulus to self-help, and ib may be said that 
the engendering of this spirit of self-help is one of the most valuable 
results which it is hoped will be realized by its operations. 
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8 In Marcli, 1898, the Board decided to enlarge the area in which the BitjndonoJ 
experiment would he tried by the addition o{ portions of cerUin parishes 
adjacent to the Swinford Union where the resources and habits of life 

of the people were similar to those within the Swinford Union. Owing 
to the satisfaotory results generally obtained under the operations of the 
scheme, it has .been gradually extended to additional parishes, a^ this 
year it is working in 105 parishes situate in all of the Congested Districts. 

9 The scheme has now been in operation for seven years, and the Eesult of 
experience of its working shows that, where the objects of the scheme 

were clearly understood and an energetic, painstaking and disinterested 
Committee was formed, most gratifying results have obtained, _ not 
only in the vnluable improvements effected by the landholders who obtained 
the comparatively small grants made, but still more in the energy and 
industry which have been aroused amiongst the people generally, and 
which axe made evident by efforts on all sides to improve the cottages 
and their surroundings. Where, on the other hand, the scheme was 
misunderstood, or a good Committee was not formed, very little useful 
work was done and the money was distributed with little regard to the 
utility or reproductive value of the work undertaken. 

10 To enable the Local Committee to clearly understand the objects 
of the scheme and to assist them in administering the grants placed at 
their disposal, the following instructions and suggestions have been 
drawn up. The procedure has been simplified as far as practicable and 
the Board trust that Local Committees wiU strictly adhere to tt, and 
thereby facilitate the successful working of the scheme. 


I. — CONSTITUTION OT COMMITTEES. 

11. Committees for the administration of grants shall be formed as Jonatituticn^ 
follows: — ComiriitteeB. 

(a.) The members of the Committee shall be partly ex-offUio and partly 
elected. 

(b ) The ex-officia members of the Committee, save as hereinafter ex- 
ceW, shall be clergymen of all denominatiOTS residmg and holding an 
ecdosiastical appointment in the parish ; the Dispensary Medical Officer , 
the County Councillor for the district ; the District Councillor for each 
Con^^ested Electoral Division situate, or partly situate, in the parish , 
and°the resident landlords (or, in their absence, their resident agents) 
who own land within the parish, 

if.) As the first step for forming a Committee any two persons fiuJified 
as above to act as ex-officio members may convene a preliminary meeting commutees. 
bv issuing a notice to all others entitled to be cir-ojioio members so far 
as their names and their postal addresses can to ascertamed through the 
C'erk of the Rural District Council or Poor Law Union, the Rate 
lector, or otherwise. At this meeting a Chairman and a Secretary sha 1 
to anpoi'nted pro tem pending a meeting of the Committee, which mil, 
when fully formed, appoint a Oliairman and Secietap. to hold oftce 
until the accounts in connection with the grant to be administered shall 
have been satisfactorily closed. Three members are to form a guorum at 
the preliminary meeting, and also at meetings of the Committee At 
the preliminary meeting arrangements are to be made to hold an election 
to complete the Committee. 

(d.) Six residents in the parish shall be elected for a corresponding 
period by the rated resident landholders of the parish at a public meet- 
ing to be duly convened by the Secretary by means of notices posted at 
various conspicuous places in the parish at 

before the date of election. Any vacancy among the Elected M^mters 
during the period shall bo filled by the co-option of any resident in the 
parish by the remaining Elected Members. _ 

^ No shopkeeper or member of a shopkeepers household can ^ 
member of a Committee, nor hold the office of Supervisor or Secretary.

12. When the Board have decided to place funds at the disposal of a 
Committee to enable them to deal with the mc»t deserving applications, 
the amount of the grant will be duly notified.^ T^e grant will be payable 
in two moities, the first moiety upon application after the Committee 
has been duly ocnstituted, and the second moiety when the Board are 
satisfied as to prevLons expenditure. Drafts from the Board to the 
Committees are issued in favour of the Chainnan, one elected member 
(selected by tlie Committee), and the Secretary; and all payments by 
tlie Committee shall be made by tlie same three members when, and not 
until, they have been authorised by a Minute in writing of the Com- 
mittee. 

13. All works should be completed before the 31st March of each year 
and tlie accounts closed as soon as possible after that date, any balance 
of the grant remaining on hands being refunded to the Board. The 
amount of the grant to be made to a Committee will depend on whether 
the grant (if any) for the preceding year has been carefully administered. 
In parishes with a migratory population it is desirable to have the Com- 
mittees duly constituted in October, so iJiat the works may be com- 
menced early in November. In parishes where tliei'e is not a migratory 
population, the Committee might be formed in May. In all parishes the 
works should be oomploted before 31st March, so that they would not 
interfere with the cropping of the land. 

14. If, however, owing to special circumstances, in migratory districts, 
such as a difficulty in making or improving a watercourse during the 
winter months, any such drainage works could not be completed between 
November and March, and that the accounts cannot in consequence be 
closed on the date named, the Board may, on the application of Com- 
mittee, extend the period for completing the works and closing the 
accounts. 

III. — Pkocedure and Rules. 

15. The Parish Committee shall, as far as practicable, hold meetings 
at least once a month at such time during the day or evening as may be 
most convenient, for the purpose of considering such applications as shall 
be made to them, and for taking such steps as they may think proper for 
carrying out such projects as have been approved of by the Board. 

16. If doubt about the limits or boundary of any parish, or any other 
controversial matter affecting the working of this scheme, should arise, 
the question is to be decided by the Board, whose decision shall be final 
and binding. While desirous that the Committee should be guided by 
its own discretion in practical matters, the Board will always be ready, 
upon being asked, to give advice on any occasion when it appears to them 
that they are in a position to advise with advantage 

17. Minutes of each meeting of the Committee are to be carefully kept 
in a Book provided for the purpose, and the Committee shall (if required) 
produce to the Board, or to any person deputed by the Board, the Minute 
Book and all documents connected with their transactions. Similarly 
any works or projects that are undertaken by the Committee may be 
inspected by the Board or by any person deput^ by them. 

18. When considering applications the Committee shall select such 
projects as will, in their opinion, be productive of most good and shall 
give a preference to applicants who undertake to do relatively the greatest 
amount of work with the least assistance, provided that a man compara- 
tively well ofi shall not in this way obtain an undue advantage over a 
poorer man. 

The most urgent and important reform to which the Board wish to 
direct attention is the removal of the cattle from the dwelling-housea. 
The first grant that can be sanctioned in the case of any applicant who 
has cattle in hU dwelling must be in connection with the removal of 
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tli«m from his house. Until this has been done no grant can be made 
for any other purpose on a holding. No grant will be sanctioned for 
any purpose without the condition that the manure pit must be at an 
approved distance from dwelling-house. 

19. Any qualified person or persons desirous of making improvements Prccednreand 
under this scheme must lodge an application (Form A, page 20), which 
should be correctly and carefully filled, and the procedure will be as 
follows : — 

(a.) Application is to be made on Form A and lodged with the Secre- 
tary of the Committee, who shall register the application in the “ Register 
of Applications for Grants” (see specimen form at page 33), and bring 
it before the Committee at their next meeting. Each application should 
be numbered, a coiTOsponding number being inserted in the Register. 

(b.) Such applications as the Committee, after consideration, may bo 
disposed to entertain shall be referred to the Supervisor, who shall visit 
the lands, measure the work, and insert his estimate of the value in the 
space provided for the purpose, and also prepare in duplicate a specifica- 
tion suitable for the work. The value should be calculated on the pr’ces 
usual in the Parish for materials and for skilled arid unskilled labour 
required for the work. [See also page 13, paragraph 23 (i.).] 

(c.) The Supervisor shall then return the application with specifica- 
tion to the Secretary of the Parish Committee. 

(d.) The application shall be brought before the Committee to decide 
the amount of Grant to be made, if any. 

(e.) The amount of the Grant made shall be notified to the applicant, 
who, if willing to undertake the work, shall sign the consent in the pre- 
EcriW form. 

(/.) The application with specification shall then be forwarded to the 
Congested Districts Board for approval. 

;^g.) If the Board approve of the Grant the application will be regis- 
tered at their Office, stamped “ approved,” and returned to the Secretary. 

One copy of the specification, impressed by the Committee’s S^retary 
with a stamp and signed and dated by him authorising applicant to 
commence work, shall then be handed to the applicant. The application, 
with the remaining copy of specification, is to be given to the Super- 
visor, who will retain it until he forwards his certificate on the Applica- 
tion Form. Only one certificate can be given and only one payment made 
in each case. 

(A.) The application, with the certificate for payment, when forwarded 
to the Secretary, shall be brought before the Committee, who shall make 
an order for payment. 

(i.) A receipt for the amount paid in full discharge of the Grant shall 
be obtained from the applicant. (Receipts for sums of £2 and upwardi 
should be stamped.) 

().) When all payments are made and accounts closed a schedule of 
the Grants, with the completed and receipted Forms A attached, should 
be forwarded to the Board to be audited. Forms of schedule will, on 
application, be supplied for making out these lists. (See specimen 
Appendix VI., page 34.) 

(fe.) Work should not, under any circumstances, he sfaried^ hy any 
person or persons until autho-rised by the Secretary of the Parish Com- 
mittee after the application, has been approved by the Board. Any 
expenditure contrary to this regulation is not to be taken into account 
by the Parish Committee, and will not be recognised by the Board. 

(1.) If an applicant has not commenced the work within a reasonable 
period after the date on which the work was approved, or if the su^ 
sequent progress is not satisfactory, the Supervisor shall report to the 
Committee and to the Board, and unless good reason for delay be shown, 
the grant may be cancelled. 
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(trt.) A grant may also be cancelled if subseq^uent to tbe date of san^xon 
it is found that incorrect particulars to the applicant’s holding have 
been furnished on the form of application, or that the purpose for which 
a building is to be used is not that approved by the Board. 

(n.) The total grants awarded by the Committee shall not exceed the 
amount placed at their disposal for the year, but it is open to the Com- 
mittee to consider fresh applications, and award grants up to the amount 
represented by any grants that have been cancelled, and the f^b that a 
grant has been cancelled should be immediately notified to the Board. 

(o.) Payment shall be made in cash direct by the Committee to the 
land-holder entitled to be paid. 

(p ) Except as is hereinafter provided, no payment is to be made of 
any grant until the Supervisor has certified that the work has been done 
according to specification and in a satisfactory manner. 

(q.) If the Supervisor is unable to certify for the full amount of the 
crant by reason of the work not having been completed in accordance 
with the specification and contract; he shall furnish a special report to 
the Committee, who will make such order thereon as they think desirable, 
and submit same for the approval of the Board. Under no circumstances 
should portion of a grant be paid in respect of work not completed 
according to specification without the Board’s approval. 

(r.) Grants should in no case be made to members of the Committee, 
the Supervisor, or shopkeepers, nor to any person other than a land- 
holder who is in exclusive occupation of the holding. 

(s.) Land-holders of £7 valuation and upwards are not eligible for 
individual grants. 

(f.) The exact nature and amount of the work, dimensions of buildings, 
&c., &c., should bo clearly explained to ‘the applicant before he com- 
mences work. 

(w.) No grant exceeding £3 for the erection of an out-office, and no 
grant exceeding £5 for the erection of a dwelling-house, will be sanc- 
tioned by the Board. 

(v.) If at any time the Board are of opinion that the Committee are 
not attending regularly or carrying on the business in accordance with 
the instructions issued, they may dissolve the Committee by letter 
addressed to the Chairman, and call upon him to summon another mat- 
ing for the election of a new Committee, or they may issue notices 
inviting the formation of a now Committee. 

IV. — Secretary. 

Remuneration 20 In consideration of the large amount of work to be discharged 

of Secietaries. , Secretaries of Committees, the Board have approved of £5 per 

cent, of the total amount of the grants in each Parish approved_^ them, 
not exceeding the entire grant made to the Parish, being paid to the 
Secretary after the completion of the works and payment of all grants, 
provided that such percentage does not amount to over £6 in any parish 
where the scheme is in operation from October to March 31st, and £10 
where it is in operation from May to 31st March of the following year. 
The payment to the Secretary is to be defrayed out of the Parish grant. 

The Secretary is not entitled to vote at Committee Meetings. 

No shopkeeper nor any person entitled to be an ex-officio member shall 
be appointed as Secretary to a Committee. 

V. — Supervisors. 

Supervisor cf 21. THs Board attach much importance to the efficient supervision of 

Works. works, and are prepared to place at the disposal cf two or 

Committees the services of a Supervisor of Works, who, acting under the 
general directions of each Committee, shall, after inspection, furnish the 
Committee with the certificate as to the cost, &c., of the proposed work 
(on Form Ah in respect of , the applications referred to him, and give 
instructions to the applicants for the proper execution of the approved 
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works, exercise a supervision over the works during progress, and issue a 
certificate when the york is completed to his satisfaction, so that payment 
may be authorised by the Committees. It will be the duty of Super- 
visors to attend all Committee Meetings and report any facts connected 
with the progress of the works that may be of service to the Committee. 

22. If a Committee is of opinion that the Supervision, as provided Supervision 
by the Board, is insufficient, they can arrange, with the approval of the of Work*. 
Board, for the appointment of a Supervisor, the entire of whose services 

will be at their disposal, provided that half his salary as approved by the 
Board is defrayed out of the grant made to such parish. Two or more 
Committees can jointly enter into a similar arrangement. 

23. The following Special Instructions have been drawn up for the 
guidance of Supervisors: — 

(a.) The nature of the work to bo carried out in connection with Buildings, 
buildings should be accurately described on the application form. 

(b.) It should be stated whether it is a new building or repairs to an 
existing one. In the latter case the nature of the repairs should ha 
clearly stated. In every case it should be stated whether the building 
is to be roofed with slates, corrugated iron, or thatch. 

(c.) No assistance for thatching can be sanctioned — either for the 
thatch or for labour in putting it on — and Supervisors should exclude 
such items from their estimates. The timber necessary for thatch or 
other kind of roof may be included in estimate. 

(d.) In the case of open main drains the situation and measurements Open llniu 
of the work should be accurately described on the application form, l^rains. 
and it should be stated whether it is a new drain to be made or an old 
one to bo deepened and improved. A short statement should also be 
given on the back of tlie application form indicating whether it is a 
useful, and, having regard to all circumstances, a desirable work ; and 
to what extent it will benefit one or more individuals, or the locality 
generally. 

(e.) In the case of minor drains the measurement in statute perches Minor Draina 
should be accurately given, and a specification prepared suitable to the 
particular conditions affecting the proposed work. 

(f.) In the case of roads it should be stated on the application form 
whether the work proposed is the making of a new road, or the im- 
provement of an existing one ; whether it is an accommodation road, 
and how many landholders will be benefited by the proposed work. Its 
situation should also be accurately described, and an estimate given of 
cost of making road and fencing same. Grants cannot be sanctioned 
for any improvements proposed to be carried out on a public road, and 
in the execution of a Parish Committee work, no interference with a 
public noad should be attempted without the previous consent of the 
County Surveyor. In Drainage Works also, where any right exists, 
the necessary consents should be obtained before any work is under- 
tiiken. See paragliaph 44, page 18. 

(g.) Where the proposed work consists of reclamation of land the Reclamation, 
manner in which the reclamation is to be effected should be clearly 
stated, full particulars being given as to necessary drainage, liming, 
removal of stone or scrub, &c. The land Xq be reclaimed should be 
marked on ground, and the area and the price per acre (Statu'.e or 
Irish) set out. 

(k.) When an application has been referred to the Supervisor by the Estimates. 
Committee, he should 7wt furnish an estimate in the following 
cases, viz. : — 

I. If the work has been commenced at date of inspection; 

II. In cases of buildings, if applicant refuses to adopt the sites 
selected by Supervisor for new building and position of manure 
heap ; and, where cattle are kept in the dwelling house, if the 
applicant refuses to remove them therefrom and convert the space 
occupied by them into a habitable room f ^

III. If a grant has been made by the Committee and recorded on 
the application form and accepted, befoi*6 the Supervisor has made 
his inspection and estimate. 

(t.) In all such cases the Supervisor should forward the application 
to the Board, with a short report written in the space provided for the 
purpose at the back of tho application form stating the circumstances, 
and lie should infoim applicant that no grant can be paid to him unless 
specially authorised by the Board and that he has no authority to 
pi’oceed with the pi’opused work. 

(j.) For the information of the Committee and the Board, and to 
enable an opinion to be formed as to the merits of tho apiilication, 
Supeiwisors are retjuested to utilise poiiiion of the space at the bottom 
of the fourth page of the form of application, for giving in each case 
a short report, indicating whether, in their opinion, tho proposed work 
is a useful and desirable one, and in cases where more than one 
applicant is conceraod, how many landholders it will benefit ; also, 
whether in cases where the advantage of the work is not obvious, it 
will be of permanent or only of temporary value. It should also be 
stated whether cattle, &c., are kept in the dwellinghouse, and if so, 
whether applicant undertakes to remove them. 

(Ji.) When the work is completed a similar short report should bo 
given on same page of fonn oi application, as to the manner in which 
it has been executed. 

(1.) Supervisors in preparing their estimates will be guided by the 
schedule of prices (see Appendix IV., pages 30, 31, 32) ; but the prices 
of work should be varied from those given in schedule under special 
circumstances — for instance, wlien a building is to be erected with 
stones on site or adjacent thereto, a smaller price should be allowed than 
when stones have to be procur^ from a distance. In the same way 
the proximity of sand and facilities for obtaining lime and other 
materials should be taken into consideration. 

(m. ) Su p ervisors are r equeste d to make th^ specification for each 
work as complete as possible, mid to g ive the exact d imensions of 
proposed works. Tfie prlnted forms oT specification should bo used, in 
all cases, and the blanks left for dimensions should be filled in ; any 
of the printed matter which is not applicable to the particular work 
should be struck out ; and anything not covered by the specification 
should bo added. Manuscript specifications should not be prepared 
by Supervisors. If a case arises to which none of the printed specifica- 
tions supplied by the Board are applicable, a specification will be 
prepared and supplied on application to the Board. 


VI. — Geneeai, Suggestions toe Woeks. 

24. The Board request that the members of all Committees will impress 
on the minds of applicants for grants that having regard to the number 
of landholders in the Congested Districts, the funds provided are so very 
limited that only a small proportion of them can obtain assistance in any 
one year. The intention is not to distribute money but to lead the 
people to see how much they can do for themselves. The most industrious, 
not always the poorest, sliould, therefore, be selected, and, oven amongst 
these, if too much be given to one man little or nothing can be given 
to another equally worthy of assistance. See also paragraph 18, page 8. 

25. The Committee should endeavour to have before them at their fi.rst 
meeting as large a number as possible of the applications for grants so 
that when considering the merits of the sever^ applications they may 
give tlie preference to those applicants who undertake to do the most 
work for the least aid. If the applications are received and considered 
in small batches, the element of competition, to which so much im» 
portance is attaohed, would not come into operation. 
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26. No fixed proportion between the amount of the grant and the 
estimated value of the work done has been laid down, but the principle 
is clearly indicated by the statement in paragraph 7, that these grants 
are intended to be “ barely sufficient to afford a stimulus to self-help.” 

The Board desire, however, to state that in the parish where the Scheme 
attained in its first year the greatest success, the grant given was 
generally only one-sixth of the estimated value, and many works wpe 
carried out without any grant, owing to the healthy spirit of emulation 
and the effects of good example. 

27. The practice of giving the same sum to all applicants, without 
regard to the work to be done by each, must be condemned as unfair 
and contrary to the spirit of the scheone. 

28. An improvement project may be initiated by an occupier or inauguratioa 
occupiers of land, or by the Committee. It is open to the Committee to of works, 
iuggest or entertain a proposal for any kind of improvement not alluded 

to herein ; for the desire of the Board is that the special local knowledge 
of the members of the Committee should be fully availed of in suggest- 
ing remedies for what needs improvement, and also in supervising the 
carrying out of the remedial operations. 

29. While it will be open to the Committee to suggest any project that Description of 
■eems feasible, the Board think it may be useful that they should indicate 

some kinds of improvement works that might be undertaken by a Parish carried out. 
Committee. The projects that the Board have chiefly in view may be 
divided into four general classes, viz. : — those relating to 
7. Dwellings, gardens, and surroundings ; 

II. Erection of out-offices ; 

III. Making of bye-noads or passages ; and 

IV. Improvement of land. 

30. All such operations may from one point of view be classified under 
ihe beads of individV'Ol and combined action — for instance, an individual 
occupier of land may propose to dear away rocks from portion of his 
farm, or two or more occupiers may combine to carry out an improve- 
ment jointly, such as the construction or improvement of a lane leading 
to their houses, or the building of a lime-kiln, or the making of a main 
drain. 

31. Class I. — Under the first general class would be included: — 

1. Making dwellinghouses neat, commodious, and healthy, in- 

cluding the making of concrete floors. 

2. The proper location of manure pits. 

3. Planting shelter belts of trees. 

4. Gardening (vegetable and fruit). 

5. Gardening (flowers). 

32. In proceeding with improvements of this class (I.) a Committee 
might either make a contribution towards carrying out certain improve- 
ments according to specification and plan, or else adopt a competitive 
prize scheme on the following lines: — 

Of the money voted to the parish by the Board, the Committee may pjije», 
apportion such s\im .as the members may decide to be ofiered as prizes 
under the following classes : — 

A. 

Prizes of money or of garden seeds or young trees may be made to RemoTal of 
persons who will remove manure pits from the front of their houses to from im- 
a distance of not less than twenty yards from their dwellings and mediate 
convert the old site of the manure pit into a level yard, or level and 
enclose it for a garden. 

B. 

Prizes of mixed trees may be made to persons who have the best Shelter-beltt 
enclosed and most suitable plot of ground adjacent to their houses proi^mity^to 
prepare<^ for the planting of trees to shelter their dwellings. dwtlllaft.

33. Persons intending to compete in any of the above competitions 
must, at the time and place fixed by Committee, lodge with the Secretary 
an entry form duly filled up (see Appendix VII., page 35). 

34. The Committee will inspect the premises of competitors at such 
times as they may decide, and award the Prizes at such time of year as 
they think best. 

35. No person can, in one year, take part in more than one competi- 
tion. In this way the prize money will be distributed amongst the 
largest number. 

36. Anyone who wins a prize in any class can no longer compete in 
the same class. 

37. Class II. — Under the second class, a Committee might entertain 
proposals for the erection of cattle sheds or stables, fowl houses, pig 
styes, dairies, and any other out-offices that may be considered necessary. 
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38. There is a great need of out-offices amongst the landholders in the 
Swinford Union and adjacent parishes. A large number of them keep 
their live-stock in their dwellings. They find that thatching out-offices 
makes a constant and considerable inroad on the straw grown upon their 
holdings, which ought to be available for fodder and manure. _ To aid in 
erection of any one or more of such out-offices a Committee might give a 
grant towards the cost of providing corrugated iron roofing, and make 
it payable in such way as will secure the due carrying out of th.e pro- 
posed work. 

39. Class III. — The making of a bye-road to a bog, or a passage he- 
tween dwellinghouses and a public road, would often be a most useful 
undertaking, and people who live at a distance from a public road could 
generally be encouraged to make a connecting bye-road, if some financial 
assistance were given, and if advice were offered as to the best way of 
carrying out the work. 

40. Class rV. — Most occupiers of land will, it is thought,_be quite as 
anxious to attempt to improve the productive capacity of their land as to 
engage in improvements such as are indicat-ed in the general summary 
of the three foregoing classes. Many fields are spoiled by rocks and 
boulders, which might profitably be blasted or removed. Other fields 
are comparatively valueless for want of simple farm drains, or owing to 
the choking of existing drains; or perhaps a. comparatively small new 
drainage scheme could he adopted that would be admitted to be advan- 
tageous by all those concerned. Further good might also be effected by 
the reclamation of land with lime and gravel; and fencing too might 
be a benefit to some landholders. 

VII. — SPECmCAXIONS FOB, WOEKS. 

41. In order to facilitate the work of the Committees and supervisors of Specifleation 
Works, general specifications have been prepared for the following 

works : — 

Erection of Dwellinghouses and out-offices 
Do. dry sfone wall fences. 

Do. sod fences. 

Do. ditch and bank fences. 

Do. sod fence with stone facing. 

Construction of accommodation loads. 

Do. open main drains. 

Do. closed or underground drains. 

Do. concrete floors. 

Plans of houses and out-offices have also been prepared and will be 
furnished when required. 

42. These specifications are drafted in general terms with the object Specifications, 
of making them generally applicable, and they can be modified by the 
Committees or Supervisors to suit the circumstances of particular cases- 

43. Copies of forms and of specifications referred to above and of these Forms 
Instructions can be obtained on application to the Secretary, Congested Supplied. 
Districts Board, 23, Rutland-square, Dublin. 

44. In cases in which .it is proposed to divide lands, construct roads 

or drains, or do any other vrork which may possibly affect persons who ° *• 

have no knowledge of the Committee’s proceedings, the Committee ought 
to be most careful to obtain due consents from all persons interest^, 
including landlords and tenants, and the Board must clearly disclaim 
any responsibility for such and all other proceedings taken by or in con- 
nection with a IParish Committee, npon whom and upon those acting 
with them the entire responsibiity fer all operations must rest. "When 
the consents of the landlords and all interested persons have been re- 
ceived in drainage and like cases, the fact that such consents were duly 
given should be recojrded by the Committees in their Minutes of 
proceedings.

Irish Land Act, 1903. 


We, William Humble, Earl of Dudley, Lord Lieutenant-General and 
General Governor of Ireland, in exercise of the powers in Section 79 
of the Irish Land Act, 1903, and of every other power enabling Us, 
do hereby, and without prejudice to any further exercise of the said 
powers, make the following Rules : —

Congested Districts Board. 

Rules under Section 79 (1) of the Irish Land Act, 1903. 

1. In these Rules the expression “Board” means “the Congested Dis- 
tricts Board.” The expression “ the Act ” rneans the “ Irish Land Act, 
1903.” The expression “The Estates Commissioners” shall have the 
same meaning as in the Act. 

2. When the Board propose to purchase an Estate under the Irish 

Land Act, 1903, proceedings shall be commenced by an Originating 
Request in Form B1 in the Appendix hereto, with such variation as the 
nature of the case may require, and shall be accompanied by a Map or 
Maps as hereinafter prescribed. ^ 

3. Originating Requests shall be verified by the Affidavit of the Vendor 
or Vendors, or, if the Board shall permit of the Vendor’s Land Agent 
or Solicitor, who shall state his means of knowledge, and why the state- 
ment is verified by him and not by the Vendor, and such requests shall 
be on post paper bookwise. 

4. Each Originating Request shall be endorsed with the name and 
registered place of business of the Vendor’s Solicitor, with an Address 
within the municipal boundary of the City of Dublin where notices, 
orders and other documents may be sent to him ; or, if no such Solicitor 
is employed, with an address where notices, orders and other documents 
may ^ sent to the Vendor. 

6. Except with the authority of the Land Judge no Originating 
Request shall be received by the Board comprising any land in respect of 
which proceedings for sale or declaration of Title are pending before the 
Land Judge. 

6. Originating Requests shall be lodged in the Office of the Board. 
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Maps, Etc. 

7. With every Originating Request the Vendor shall lodge : 

A certificate of the Tenement Valuation of all the lands Vendor pro- 
poses to sell, obtained from the Office of the Commissioner of Valuation 
and Boundary Surveyor, and also Ordnance Maps on the six-inch scale, 
of these lands classified, and shown in distinctive colours, as follows: — 
(i.) The lands held under permanent tenancies coloured blue. 

(ii.) Lands held under Agistment or other temporary lettings 
coloured red. 


(iiL) The Demesne and parcels of land which the Vendor desires to 
sell and not repurchase coloured green. 

(iv.) The Demesne and parcels of land which the Vendor desires t«- 
sell and repurchase coloured yellow. 

Maps shall be prepared and furnished by Townlands or groups 
of Townlands, and shall not exceed 40 inches by 30 inches in 
size, unless when a slight increase of this size would avoid 
the preparation of an additional map ; and in every case the 
names of the adjoining Townlands shall be shown upon the 
map. 

Every such map shall be accompanied by 
(v.) A Schedule of Areas of the lands as above classified, furnished 
in Form Dl, or in such other form as the Board may from 
time to time direct. 

(vi.) An Affidavit by a competent surveyor stating that deponent 
visited the lands, and examined the maps upon the ground, 
that the classification of the lands is correctly shown on said 
maps, and that the schedule of areas of same is correct. Such 
affidavit shall also specify any ancient monument within the 
meaning of Section 14 of the Act which may be on the Estate, 
(vii.) A Rental on Form Cl of the lands coloured blue and red on 
said maps, verified by affidavit of the Vendor or his Agent. 

(viii.) When so requested by the Board the Vendor shall furnish par- 
ticulars on Schedule D2 of any lands of which he is owner, 
not offered for sale, and which are situate in the same or 
adjoining Coainty or Counties as the lands which are offered 
for sale. 

8. Any resolution adopted by the Board with reference to the proposed 
purchase shall state the price which, on the Vendor’s proposal, the Board 
have provisionally agreed to pay for the Estate provided the lands are 
vested in the Board in fee simple, discharged of superior interests, save 
as provided in said Act, and also the terms, as to a^ears of rent, pay 
ment of interest and otherwise, and the conditions (if any) \ipon which 
it is proposed that the Vendor may repurchase the Demesne or other lands 
from the Board ; and shall also specify any condition as to compensation 
or allowance for any error in the Rental, to be assessed by the Jiidicial 
Commissioner on the distribution of the purchase money. 

9. The Board shall forthwith transmit such Declaration with the 
Originating Request, the Maps, and copy Resohition to the Office of the 
Estates Commissioners, in which Office they shall be marked with a 
Record Number indicating the order in which the same have been received 
having regard to Originating Applications and Requests already lodge^^^^ 
and til* proper officer of the Estates Commissioners shall notify tno 
Vendor or his Solicitor or Agent that the said Declaration, Resolution 
and Originating Request have been lodged, and thereupon Rules Num- 
bers 14 to 17 inclusive of the Rules of the Estates Commissioners ^of the 
23rd October. 1903, with regard to “Prima facie evidence of title shall 
apply.

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10. If it appears to the Estates Commissioners that the Vendor may- 
be dealt with as the owner of the land for the purposes provided for in 
Section 17 of the said Act they shall notify the Board to that effect and 
proceed to prepare the Agreement. The date to be specified for “ closing 
day ” in such agreement and the date for the order consequential thereon 
vesting the land in the Trustees of the Board shall be so specified and 
arranged by the Estates Commissioners after communication with the 
Board and the Vendor. 


Purchase by the Board of Demesnes or Other Lands. 

11. The time within which the Vendor shall signify to the Board that 
he agrees to repurchase any Demesne or other land shall be one month 
from the date of the notification to him of the Resolution by the Board 
of the terms upon which -they propose to purchase such estate and to 
resell such Demesne or other lands to him, and if within the said month 
the Vendor does not notify to the Board that he accepts the terms afore- 
said he shall be deemed to have refused to repurchase such Demesne or 
other land. 

_ 12. The time within which any person entitled in remainder or rever- 
sion to any land resold to the Vendor shall apply to the Judicial Com- 
missioner that the lands so. resold shall devolve in accordance with the 
terms of a Settlement shall be six months from the date of such re-sale. 

13. For tlje purpose of the purchase by the Board of an Estate from 
the Land Jud^e, Rule 25 of the said Rules of the Estates Commissioners 
shall apply, with the substitution of the Board for the Land Commission. 

14. Rul^ 29 and 30 of the said Rules with reference to Orders Vesting 
land in the Land Commission shall apply to Orders proposed to be made 
to vest land in the Trustees of the Board. 

15. With reference to Regulations as to Turbary on Estates purchased 
by the Board, Rules 36 and 37 of the said Rules with such substitution 
shall similarly apply.
